“The Battle With 
the Slum” 


That is the title of a recent ex- 
hition at the Mnserm of the Citv of 
New York. N. V. Included is a col- 
lection of 50 photographic prints 
made bv Alexander Alland from the 
original negatives bv Jacob A. Riis— 
a section from the 412 glass negatives 
by that great social reformer. pres- 
ented to the Museum by his son, 
Roger William Riis. 

Jacob A. Riis (1849-1914) was 
America’s first journalist-photograph- 
er and his great documentary photo- 
graphs were the ammunition he used 
in his war against the slums. his bat- 
tle for the underprivileged. He found 
the lens, which could not lie or under- 
state, a mightier weapon than the 
spoken word, and a living proof to 
supplement the pen. As a police re- 
porter, he penetrated New York’s 
lower depths and sought for a means 
of bringing to the attention of the 
public the conditions under which 
what he called “The Other Half” lived 
and worked. A press despatch, an- 
nouncing the German discovery of a 
method of taking pictures by flash- 
light (which he immediately realized 
would illuminate the darkest corners 
of the foulest tenement) showed him 
the way, and before very long he set 
forth, armed with his pistol-camera, 
for the early flashlight was contained 
in cartridges fired from a revolver. 
He later substituted a frying pan for 
this terrifving device, and thus equin- 
ped took the shots which were to aid 
him in his spectacular achievements 
—the destruction of rear tenements, 
the abolition of police-station lodging 
houses, the introduction and enforce- 
ment of child-labor laws, the opening 
up of playgrounds, and many other 
pioneer reforms. To him, perhaps 
the greatest triumphs lay in the wip- 
ing out of Mulberry Bend the worst 
tenement block in the City, and the 
building of Mulberry Bend Park in 
its place, and the opening of his own 
Jacob A. Riis Neighborhood Settle- 
ment, which today is still expanding 
and carrying on his great work. 

Alexander Alland, himself engaged 
in the battle for which Jacob A. Riis 
gave his life, spent five years of un- 
flagging effort to bring the Riis Col- 
lection to the Museum, and as a labor 
of love has made the fifty exhibition 
prints from the fading glass nega- 
tives, brilliantly surmounting the 
most difficult technical problems and 
bringing back to life these epic docu- 
ments of the Eighties and Nineties to 
fight again. Included in the show are 
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such pictorial masterpieces of misery 
as the famed “Bandits Roost’; “Five 
Cents A Spot” (unauthorized lodg- 
ings in a Bayard Street tenement) ; 
“Happy Jack’s Canvas Palace” (the 
most sordid of the 7c lodging houses) ; 
“Sewing Pants for a Sweat Shop in 
a Gotham Court Flat”; “A Class in 
the Condemed Essex Market School, 
with gas burning by day”; “What the 
Boys Learn in their Street Play- 
ground” (the genesis of Gangs); 
“Street Arabs”; “Bohemian Cigar- 
makers at Work in their Tenement,” 
etc. The descriptive captions for the 
most part have been drawn from 
Jacob A. Riis’ books and articles.

(AUTOMATON .. . “fa machine that 

is self-mmoving or has motive power with- 
in itself. The term is applied especially 
to such machines as appear to imitate 
spontaneously the motions of men, birds 
or other animals.”—Webster’s diction- 
ary. 
The writings of ancient authors and 
poets contain fanciful references to 
such wondrous automatons as: tem- 
ple statues ‘which moved; a wooden 
pigeon which could fly; an iron fly 
which circled the inventor’s head and 
then alighted on his arm; a brass fly, 
trained like a shepherd’s dog, which 
was placed on a city gate and pre- 
vented any other fiy from entering 
the city for eight years; a brass man 
“sifted” ‘with motion and _ speech 
which “revealed secrets” to its inven- 
tor; “speaking heads” made of metal; 
an artificial eagle which could soar 
aloft in the air, then descend and 
alight, stretch out its wings and bow 
in salute. 

Those accounts make it difficult to 
mark where fancy ends and fact be- 
gins in automaton making. 

M. de Camus, a Frenchman, in an 
account of an automaton he made for 
a king’s amusement, said, “it consist- 
ed of a small coach drawn by two 
horses and which contained the figure 
of a lady with a footman and a page 
behind. When the coach was placed 
on the edge of a suitable table, the 
coachman cracked his whip. The

horses started, moving their legs in 
a most natural manner. When they 
reached the opposite edge of the 
table, they turned sharply at right 
angles and proceeded along that edge. 
As soon as the carriage arrived oppo- 
site the king, it stopped and both the 
footman and page got down and 
opened the door, the lady alighted, 
and, curtseying to the king, presented 
a petition. After waiting a few min- 
utes she bowed again to the king and 
re-entered the carriage, the page got 
up again behind, the coachman ‘whip- 
ped up his horses and drove on, and 
the footman, running after the car- 
riage, jumped up into his former 
place.” 

The art of automaton-making 
reached its height in the works of the 
Frenchmen, Jacques de VAUCAN- 


SON (1709-1782), Pierre JAQUET--~ 


DROZ (1721-1790) and Henri JA- 
QUET-DROZ (1752-1791).

of which obtained great celebrity, 
were: a flute player; a figure which 
played the shepherd’s pipe and the 
drum; and an artificial duck. The 
flute player was 6’6” high represent- 
ing a statue of a FAUN sitting on 
a rock and mounted on a square ped- 
estal 4’6” from the ground. It could 
perform 12 pieces of music on a flute, 
playing it as a real man would and 
producing the tones by moving its 
fingertips to close and open the flute 
holes. 

The automaton duck made by Vau- 
canson imitated very closely the eat- 
ing, drinking and digestion opera- 
tions of a duck, even stretching out 
its neck to take corn from the hand. 
After the duck was wound up, it ate 
and drank, played in the water with 
its bill, rose up on its legs and sat 
down, flapped its wings, dressed its 
feathers with its bill and performed 
all these different operations without 
requiring to be touched again. 

The third automaton of VAUCAN- 
SON was a figure which played on a 
shepherd’s pipe with one hand while 
it beat a drum with the other. 

The two Droz were also very gifted 
mechanicians. Pierre, the father, 
made an automaton clock which be- 
came the property of Ferdinand VI, 
King of Spain. Besides several mov- 
ing figures, it had a sheep that bleat- 
ed in a natural way, a dog that guard- 
ed a basket of fruit. The dog barked 
and growled if anyone attempted to 
touch the basket, and if any fruit was 
removed, the barking continued until 
it was restored. Henri, the son, made 
several mechanical, singing birds 
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which simulated the sounds and mo- 
tions of live birds. 

Another great automaton maker 
was Jean MAILLARDET (1748- 
1834). One of his machines was the 
figure of a kneeling boy who wrote 
English and French sentences with 
pen and ink, and drew landscapes. 
Another automaton of his make was 
a pianist, a figure of a lady who per- 
formed 18 pieces of music. She bow- 
ed to the audience, her eyes first look- 
ed at the music score before her and 
then followed the motions of her fin- 
gers. The music was produced by the 
piano keys being played on by the 
fingers. 

Closer to our own time, Jean Eu- 
gene Robert-Houdin (1805 - 1871), 
French conjurer and mechanician, 
constructed the little automaton il- 
lustrated on this page. It stands al- 
most two feet high and ‘will actually 
smoke a _ cigarette, drawing the 
smoke in and puffing it out. It also 
turns its head and raises and lowers 
its quizzing glass. 

Such an account as this would be 
incomplete without mentioning the 
automaton, ISIS, the work of Dr. Ce- 
cil E. Nixon, a dentist of San Fran- 
cisco. Isis is a female figure of life 
size in Egyptian dress who plays the 
Zither. Part of mechanism. is contain- 
ed in the hollow-body and the rest in 
a cabinet on which she is seated. In 
response to the human voice or to the 
proper tone struck up on a piano- 
string, Isis plays any one of 63 fa- 
miliar compositions on the zither. 
Both her hands pluck the zither 
strings, the right carrying the melody 
while the left accompanies with the 
chords. Isis plays simple melodies 
such as “The Barcarolle,” “Home on 
the Range,” “Hearts and Flowers,” 
“The Heart Bowed Down” and many 
others of similar tempo. In addition, 
this automaton removes her face veil 
as soon as the room. temperature 
grows unduly warm.

A most recent development are 
“thinking” machines. One such was 
a “mechanical rat” made to illustrate 
the conception of the establishment 
of a conditioned reflex through the 
application of conditioned stimuli. 
The mechanical rat starts off on a 
track which simulates a maze with 
many blind passages but ‘with only 
one way to reach the goal. The “rat” 
makes mistakes seeking out the goal, 
going into blind passages, but al- 
Ways reverses its movement and 
comes back to the original path. Each 
mistake the “rat” makes is “impres- 
sed” on its mechanism and the same 
mistake is not made twice. Finally 
it becomes possible for the rat to be- 
gin at the starting point and go 
straight to its goal, avoiding all the 
blind passages. 

Vaucanson himself had the idea in 
mind to use automatons to illustrate 
vital principles and began work on a 
machine in human form with gutta- 
percha tubing to show the action of 
the human heart and circulatory sys- 
tem, but died before he could accom- 
plish it.

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The Two-Gar Gireus 


By A. MORTON SMITH 


One of the outstanding phenomena 
of cireusdom as this writer sees it, 
is the two-car show which flourished 
during the first three decades of the 
current century, demonstrating the 
remarkable ingenuity of operators in 
crowding complete circuses with par- 
ade equipment, sideshow, menagerie, 
big top, performing animals and per- 
sonnel into two double-length rail- 
road cars. 

Every general collector of circusi- 
ana has memorabilia of two-car cir- 
cuses represented in their collections, 
for such shows as Christy Brothers, 
Cole Brothers, Cooper Brothers, Mol- 
lie Bailey, Hugo Brothers, Cole and 
Rogers and many others, were two- 
or three-car shows at some time in 
their careers. 

One would not realize from the ex- 
travagant terms used in descriptive 
advertising material that these shows 
were transported in such small space. 
Neither would one who visited a two- 
car show on the lot and saw the tents 
in the air and the performing ani- 
mals and personnel in action, be easi- 
ly convinced that the entire estab- 
lishment was loaded like proverbial 
sardines in the two undistinguished 
looking cars on a downtown siding. 

The two-car circus, unlike its big 
brother of 25 cars and more, did not 
arrive in town with a flourish, deck- 
ed out in red and yellow and blue 
paint with its title painted in large 
letters on each car. Nor did it make 
a big show of its unloading activi- 
ties at the runs. 

Rather, the two-car cirous, attach- 
ed to a regularly scheduled passenger 
train, occupied inconspicuously black 
cars, unlettered and not unlike the 
other coaches making up the train. 
Without evidence that the cars bore 
a circus troupe, townspeople were not 
so likely to be aware of the fact that

the show in town was so small that it 


required so little transportation 


equipment. 


Some shows like Christy Brothers, 
for instance, started as two-car shows 
and grew into great 25 and 30 car, 
five-ring circuses. But there were 
circus operators such as Elmer Jones, 
who specialized in two-car shows and 
would have as many as three or four 
on the road in a single season. These 
owners did not aspire to own larger 
shows, finding satisfaction in the 
successful operation of their two-car 
units. 

There were advantages and disad- 
vantages to these small railroad cir- 
cuses, with the later more obvious, 
but the former often offsetting them. 


The two-car show seldom required 
an expensive special railroad move, 
as it was small enough to be attach- 
ed to almost any passenger train, and 
therefore traveled on regular pas- 
senger schedules. Most of the time, 
it was routed into towns which were 
never visited by the large circuses. 
And the two-car show required good 
railroad equipment that would meet 
the needs of fast passenger train 
schedules. 


Most two-car shows carried their 
own dining sections where meals were 
prepared and served to the entire 
personnel, whether en route or on a 
siding. Thus, unlike a large railroad 
show which has late meals when there 
is a late arrival, the two-car show 
had its meals at the appointed time. 


No two of these smail shows were 
framed exactly alike. But here is a 
very good example. One of the two 
cars, seventy-foot length, would be a 
sleeping car and the other a baggage 
car. The sleeper would have a state- 
room in one end for the manager and 
his family, the dining section in the 
other end, and the berths for per- 
formers and executives in the middle. 

The second car would carry the 
lead stock, including horses, ponies, 
mules, and perhaps an elephant and a 
camel in one end, the cage wagons 
next, and finally the canvas, poles, 
seats and properties. Working men 
would sleep in this car wherever 
there was room to stretch out. 

There was an end door in the bag- 
gage car in addition to the side doors 
to facilitate the unloading process. 
A couple of so-called gilly wagons 
were carried, built so they could be 
taken apart and packed in small 
space. Put together each morning, 
with stake bodies, one of these wag- 
ons would be loaded and the two- bag- 
gage horses carried, hitched to it for 
a haul to the lot. When the wagon 
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returned empty, the second wagon 
would be loaded, the horses trans- 
ferred and another trip made. Thus 
the entire show be taken to the lot 
in six or eight trips. 


Such a show was capable of giving a 
representative parade. The band, of 
six or eight pieces afoot, would lead 
the procession. The four or five 
cages would be in the line of march, 
with two ponies hitched to each, and 
perhaps a performer or two atop the 
wagons in costume. A clown drove 
a mule to a cart and the elephant and 
camels would bring up the rear. 


On the lot there would be the big 
top, perhaps as large as 90-170 feet, 
a sideshow tent, where the caged ani- 
mals and live stock would be display- 
ed in lieu of a menagerie tent, a pit 
show and an ample dressing room top. 


In those days when performers 
were plentiful and there were many 
family acts, the two-car circus pre- 
sented a creditable performance with 
a wide variety of acts and well train- 
ed animal performers. A free act 
which might be a footslide from the 
top of the tent to the ground, or a 
high trapeze act, was used before 
each performance to assist in getting 
a crowd on the lot. Some of these 
shows carried small steel arenas for 
the presentation of wild animal acts. 
Big show performers doubled in the 
side show and vice versa. 


The two-car circus went out of the 
picture with the advent of the auto- 
mobile and the coming of good roads. 
Automotive travel forced the rail- 
roads to gradually remove passenger 
trains from their main line schedules 
and eliminated many of the branch 
lines, leaving the two-car show with 
greatly reduced territory and ‘without 
dependable transportation to carry 
out daily moves. 


But the two-car circus was a color- 
ful part of trouping in the three de- 
cades it toured this country and many 
present-day circus fans recall two- 
car circuses were the first they had 
opportunity to see in their small- 
town birthplaces. 

And there are circusiana collectors 
who specialize in pictures, advertis- 
ing material and lore of the two-car 
circus of other days.

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These two pieces of jewelry are 
from a prized set of twelve pieces in 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art. The 
necklace (only half of it illustrated) 
with siren-shaped clasps and elabor- 
ate pendants surmounted by heads of 
women and terminating in heads al- 
ternately of satyrs and horned river 
gods, is one of the choice specimens. 


The large disk-like piece is thought 
to be an ear-ring, as it has a small 
pin on the opposite side as if to fit 
into a pierced ear. The disks are de- 
corated with a border of lotus flowers 
and palmettes and filigree designs. 
There are two of these pieces in the 
set. 

It will be noted that this jewelry 
combines the arts of the lapidist and 
that of the goldsmith. 

This beautiful set came from one of 
the Etruscan chamber tombs, and it 
is unusual that it has survived so 
long, and that the complete set is in- 
tact. After its discovery more than a 
century ago it remained in private 
hands until acquired a few years ago 
by the Metropolitan. 

It was in 1832 that the set was un- 
covered in one of the large tombs 
which contained 'two chambers, one 
with the body of a warrior, the other

with that of a woman. The jewelry 
was lying along side the remains of 
the woman, excepting a large ring 
which was found on the finger of the 
warrior. In the warrior’s chamber 
there were bronze vases, a bronze 
tripod which is now owned by the 
Vatican, and some armor. In the 
woman’s chamber there were also 
specimens. of Athenian red-figured 
vases. 

The decorations on the pieces are 
said to be late archaic style of the 
er sixth and early fifth centuries 
Dd. 

Etruria was an ancient country 
northwest of Rome. It was conquered 
by the Romans 283 years. before 
Christ. The Etruscan ruling classes, 
when at their zenith, were pleasure- 
loving people, fond of luxury and 
gaiety and personal adornment as 
these pieces attest. Contemporary 
paintings of their banquets, dances 
and hunts back up this theory. That 
their craftsmen were skilled and ar- 
tistic is displayed by the pieces il- 
lustrated on the cover of this issue.

THE SPOON 


The history of the spoon raises 
much conjecture. We do know that, 
as the knife it is one of our oldest 
implements. The Egyptian tombs of 
4,000 years ago have yielded speci- 
mens, which are on display in our 
museums of the world. On some of 
them are found the hieroglyphics of 
the period. Ivory, slate and wood 
were the most common materials. 

It is thought that shells were the 
forerunner of our present-day silver 
spoons. It is logical to assume that 
these shell implements came into be- 
ing during the Late Stone Age per- 
iod. Clay dishes were devised at this 
period. Perhaps, in tasting or pour- 
ing hot goods from the clay pottery, 
man found the shell a great conveni- 
ence and from this expediency grew 
the spoon. 

The Greeks had a ‘word for spoon 
which meant the same as shell, show- 
ing the close relation. The old Anglo- 
Saxon word for spoon was “spon,” 
which meant a “chip of wood.” 

In Europe during the Middle Ages, 
the horns of cattle served as spoons. 

We find that the spoon had made 
considerable progress by the time 
Columbus was born. Brass, pewter 
and horn specimens were very com- 
mon. 

Silver was being used by the rich 
at this time, but it was not until 
sometime later that widespread use 
of silver arrived for our table ware. 

Modern spoons, besides being utili- 
tarian have intrigued the fancy of 
the collector. Today collecting souve- 
nir spoons is itt a revival from the 
Gay Nineties period when the hobby 
was in its heyday. 

The Columbian Exposition of 1893, 
held in Chicago, gave impetus to 
travel and with it the formation of 
souvenir spoon collections. Many 
were sold at the “Fair.” 

Besides travel scenes of such spots

as Niagara Falls, the Washington 
Capitol, the Mormon Temple in Salt 
Lake City, the windmills of Holland, 
to mention a few, there are speci- 
mens of the great and near-great 
whose likenesses appear on the han- 
dle of the spoon. Among those made 
in late years there is the set of King 
George and Queen Elizabeth of Eng- 
land which was made to honor their 
coronation. 

For the lover of silver, spoons are 
certainly of importance, there being 
few things that surpass them for his- 
torical and artistic interest.

THE RECORDINGS OF MARY GARDEN 


By HAROLD M. BARNES, JR. 


Note: An expanded version of this 
article, complete with discography, 
printed in booklet form, may be ob- 
tained from William H. Seltsam, 
818 Reservoir Avenue, Bridgeport 
6, Conn., for the sum of 50c. Also 
obtainable from Mr. Seltsam at the 
same price is another booklet by 
Mr. Barnes: Claudia Muzio, a bi- 
graphical sketch and discography. 


Mary Garden’s recording career 
covered nearly three decades, and be- 
gan when she was twenty-five and 
already a member of the Opéra-Comi- 
que. It was there that she made her 
operatic début on April 10, 1900, in 
Louise, but it was in London, during 
a season at the Royal Opera, Covent 
Garden, that she made her recording 
début, either in 1902 or 1903. The 
selections which have come to light 
from that first recording session are 
unfortunately not excerpts from her 
operatic repertoire, but familiar 
Scotch songs, introduced by a brisk 
male voice, and with piano accompani- 
ments which are no less brisk. These 
Pathé records are at least excellent 
reproductions of the clear, expressive 
voice which had already aroused most 
favorable comment in London and in 
Paris. 


By the time that she next faced a 
recording horn, Garden had created 
the role of Mélisande in Debussy’s 
Pelleas et Melisande, and the Paris 
studios of the Gramophone & Type- 
writer Ltd. recorded a short excerpt 
from the new opera, in which we can 
hear her singing the first part of the 
Tower-Scene with the composer at the 
piano, as well as three of his Ariettes 
oubliees, which, in a new edition, De- 
bussy had dedicated ‘to Miss Mary 
Garden, unforgettable Mélisande.” 
These records, dating from 1904, and 
long out of print, were copied by the 
Gramophone Company in London in 
1937 and reissued in the United States 
in a limited edition by the Interna- 
tional Record Collectors’ Club. “The 
voice is clear and strong, exhibiting 
a beautiful quality in an exacting 
tessitura passage (from Pelleas) ; 
the piano, unfortunately, is twangy, 
both in the brief introduction and in 
the few accompanying measures. The 
piano tone is better in the fifth 


Ariette, a difficult song well sung.” 
*1Debussy’s tempo at the beginning 
of the fifth Avriette, “Green,” is a 
great deal faster than we are accus- 
tomed to hear it, and is therefore in 
marked contrast to the more languor- 
ous character of the final stanza of 
the song and to the other two Ariet- 
tes, “L’ombre des arbres” and “Il 
pleure dans mon coeur.” 


Up to now there is no sign of other 
record until ‘sometime around 1908 
(possibly 1907) when Mary Garden 
sang for at least three Edison two- 
minute cylinders. Two of these re- 
cordings were recently reissued on 
I.R.C.C. 3007: the “Arioso” from 
Thais (which is the air, “L’amour est 
une vertu rare,” later recorded by her 
for Columbia) and the Chant véni- 
tien, by Bemberg. The third selection 
from the group of Edison cylinders 
is the Duke’s song from Massenet’s 
Chérubin, in which Garden created 
the title role both at Monte Carlo and 
at the Opéra-Comique in 1905. 


For Columbia, after her return to 
the United States, Mary Garden made 
at least eleven records, some of which 
were listed into the 1930s in Euro- 
pean Columbia catalogues. The later 
“silent surface” pressings, from Eng- 
land, of these recordings show very 
clearly what a brilliant technique she 
possessed; even on the earlier press- 
ings one cannot fail to admire the 
impeccable coloratura of the two-part 
excerpt from Act I of La Traviata. 
The unique charm of her interpreta- 
tions of the heroines of Massenet’s 
operas, a combination of supreme 
purity and supreme sensuality, emer- 
ges from the selections from Thais 
and Hérodiade. Louise was especi- 
ally Mary Garden’s role, and her 
Columbia “Depuis le jour” is com- 
parable only to her later version, 
made for Victor; whatever the latter 
gained by electrical recording and 
better accompaniment, the Columbia 
version has the advantage of being 
in the original key and of reproduc- 
ing key and of reproducing a younger 
and more exuberant voice. Le Jon- 
gleur de Notre-Dame provided a vehi- 
icle for Mary Garden which remained

in the repertoire as long as she was 
singing, and her record of the Jug- 
gler’s air, “Liberté!” is filled with 
charming insouciance. 


Four of the Columbia series are 
Scotch songs—the inevitable acces- 
sories to Garden’s concert programs; 
it must be conceded that however un- 
interesting they may be musically, 
they nevertheless display 4 beautiful 
voice, used with skill, and whose pure, 
flute-like quality is especially remark- 
able in Lang’s Irish Love Song, the 
only non-Scotch selection among the 
10-inch Columbias. 


After a long absence from records 
Garden began to record for Victor, a 
series which began in 1926, and which 
has been discontinued since 1935; be- 
sides two ballads, she sang the dra- 
matic prayer of Katiusha from the 
second act of Alfano’s Resurrection 
and a second recording of “Depuis le 
jour” from Louise. Before her retire- 
ment in 1931 from the Chicago Civic 
Opera she recorded the Card Scene 
from Carmen, Gretchaninoff’s “Over 
the steppe,” Debussy’s “Beau soir” 
and “Clair de lune” by Joseph Szule. 
**2With these came more Scotch songs 
and other ballads. 


Mary Garden’s recordings form a 
very small collection: thirty record 
sides and three cylinders in all, and 
one which neglects many operas 
which she brought to the attention 
of large audiences in many parts of 
the world. Unless more cylinders and 
vertical-cut discs come to light with 
interesting musical selections, we 
shall have far less of Mary Garden 
on records than we have of many of 
her less vivid and less inspired con- 
temporaries. 


Garden had a clear, lyric voice 
which gradually took on the timbre 
of a dramatic soprano. Ideally suited 
to the music of Debussy, it was 
formed in an entirely different school 
from that of Italian bel canto. Where 
the latter seeks to project the dra- 
matic effect through beautifully pro- 
duced tones, the French school, which 
Garden carried very far, lays more 
importance on accuracy of pitch and 
on the dramatic character of the 
melodic line arising out of the text. 
She was able to mold her voice to her 
dramatic conception of the musical 
score: the coloratura of Violetta’s 
florid aria shows a voice quite differ- 
ent from of the sensuous phrases of 
Thais and Louise, or of the direct 
simplicity of Le Jongleur. There is a 
tone of despair and resignation in the 
Card Scene from Carmen which is 
still different from that of the im-

Mary Garden was known for the 
great care with which she prepared 
each role and for the burning, con- 
tagious enthusiasm which illuminated 
the performances in which she took 
part. It is not too much to say that 
her recordings project these same 
qualities to such a degree that they 
remain audible testimony to a long, 
brilliant career and great lyric and 
dramatic gifts.

FAVORITE PIONEER RECORDING ARTISTS 


SAD NEWS ABOUT S. H. DUDLEY 
By ULYSSES (JIM) WALSH 


Regular readers of this depart- 
ment are familiar with the name of 
S. H. Dudley. They know him as the 
baritone of the Hayden Quartet, the 
first male voice ensemble to become 
internationally famous by its phon- 
ograph records; as the Victor cata- 
log editor from 1902 to 1916 and as 
the author of the first editions of the 
Victor Book of the Opera. Biograph- 
ical information about the _ singer, 
whose real name was Samuel Hol- 
land Rous and who was voted by 
HOBBIES readers to be one of the 
fifteen greatest pioneer recording ar- 


tists, appeared in the January and 
February, 1944, and May, 1946, is- 
sues. 


When I last heard from Mr. Rous, 
about four years ago, he had “just 
turned eighty” but was in excellent 
health and confidently expecting to 
live to be 90, if not 100. Since he 
came from an exceptionally long-liv- 
ed family, there were good grounds 
for his optimism. Now, however, I 
am grieved to say that I have learn- 
ed not only of his death, but of that 
of Mrs. Rous, who survived him by 
only a day. Mrs. Rous, who had been 
paralyzed for several years, was well

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known in the 1890’s as a concert and 
opera singer under the name of 
Sofia Romani. 

News of this fine couple’s passing 
came from Miss Nellie G. Flynn, of 
Los Angeles, in a letter that deeply 
touched me. Miss Flynn, a nurse, 
waited on both Mr. and Mrs. Rous 
during their illnesses and injured 
her own health in doing so. She cal- 
led Mr. Rous “Dad” and his wife, 
“Mom.”’ 

I shall quote most of her letter as 
a document of more than ordinary 
human interest: 

“Los Angeles, Cal., June 16, 1947. 
Mr. Walsh: I am Miss Flynn. I 
have been nursing Mrs. S. H. Rous 
for the past 6% years. I wanted to 
write you the sad news. Mr. Rous 
talked to me of you a lot. 

“On June 6 at 20 to 11 a. m. I lost 
Mr. Rous. He was a sick boy for a 
month or more, became quite ill on 
Wednesday. We took him to the 
hospital, and he took hemorrhages of 
the stomach. They were not quite 
sure just what it was. 

“Well, my poor old Dad passed 
away. He was a fine person — the 
best God ever put on earth. Then 
Mrs. Rous passed away on Saturday 

. just 23 hours after him. I hada 
double funeral for them on June 9 at 
2 o’clock. 

“T had 25 months with Mom. She 
was bedfast, had a stroke, completely

paralyzed. I lifted her in and out of 

d as you would a three-year-old 
child .. . Mom was over 180 pounds, 
and I lifted her six to ten times a 
day. I fed her all her meals. I loved 
these people as if they were my very 
own ... God was so good to those 
two through life and did not part 
them in death. He died at 20 to 11 
and she at that very minute went in- 
to a coma. See what a beautiful end- 
ing. They both had a very happy 
death. 

“My memory is so full of happi- 
ness ‘while here with them. The 
beautiful thought of them will for- 
ever go through life with me. Thanks 
be to God for that. I have tried to 
let his (Mr. Rous’) friends know of 
his death. If you know any of them 
please let them know... I will be 
here at the apartment till the last 
of June, then I will have to go to the 
hospital. I ruptured my side lifting 
Mother, so will have that taken care 
of . ..I tried so hard to fill their 
empty life and I think I did a good 
job of it. They both loved me. 

“Dad’s property goes to her nieces 
and his sister and niece ... Am 
having mass said for them. Please add 
Mom and Father Rous in your pray- 
ers. They need us more now than 
ever.” 

I don’t think anyone could read the 
foregoing without being impressed by 
the loving care and kindness Miss 
Flynn, of whom I had never heard 
until her letter arrived, bestowed 
upon the venerable couple for whom 
she did so much in their last years. 
Mr. Rous was 83; his wife, probably 
a year or two younger. 

Unfortunately, I never met Mr. 
Rous, but his letters breathed such a 
spirit of confidence and vitality that 
it’s difficult indeed to realize he’s 
gone. I know the news will be a 
grievous shock to his old friend, John 
Bieling, of Hempstead, Long Island, 
the only surviving member of the 
Hayden Quartet. 

I remember that when I ‘was in 
New York in October, 1940, Albert 


Campbell and I took a walk on the 
last day of my stay. As we passed 
one place — just where, I can’t re- 
call now — AI remarked: “That’s 
where Sam Rous’ brother used to 
have a phonograph company.” The 
firm name was Rous and Burke. I 
have never been able to get much in- 
formation about this long-gone pio- 
neer recording concern, and probably 
never shall know much about it now, 
for, like Sam Rous, poor Al Campbell 
also is gone. “Clancy,” as Billy Mur- 
ray always called him, died on Janu- 
ary 25 this year. To lose two such 
great old-timers as Albert Campbell 
and “S. H. Dudley” in one year is in- 
deed a tragedy to those of us who 
love the pioneer recording artists and 
the great work they did. However, as 
long as collectors treasure their re- 
cords, they will not be entirely for- 
gotten, and that is a consoling 
thought. 
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Meanwhile, goodbye, Mr. and Mrs. 
Sam Rous! We’re all sorry that you 
had to leave us. 


Before becoming a recording ar- 
tist, S. H. Dudley had considerable 
experience in opera, touring with the 
Emma Juch and Marie Tavary Grand 
Opera Companies in the United 
States, Canada and Mexico. This old 
poster was issued by the Tavary 
Grand English Opera company in the 
season of 1895.

THE ANTIQUES OF PIANO LORE 


By FRANK FARRINGTON 


The cycle has been completed. A 
speaker at a London exhibition in 
1851 declared that in the then recent 
years one of the greatest changes in 
social life had been the change from 
dependence upon amusement in pub- 
lic, outside of the home, to the en- 
joyment of entertainment and amuse- 
ment in the home. And he declared 
the prime factor in bringing about 
this change had been the development 
of the piano. 


But now amusement and entertain- 
ment in the home have given away 
before the attractions of motoring, 
roadhouse dining and dancing and the 
pleasure of going places, and we are 
back again to one hundred years ago. 
In so far as the piano is concerned, 
it has hopped from the pianissimo of 
the home to the fortissimo of the 
dance hall. 


‘Perhaps there is something to be 
said in favor of the end of the strum- 
ming and “chop-sticks” that made 
peace in the home something less 
than ideal through the long period 
when every girl’s parents thought she 
ought to learn to play the piano. 
There were many pianos that were 
neighborhood nuisances, but after all, 
the piano through half a dozen de- 
cades was the center of much social 
gayety. Perhaps it will come back 
into its own, minus the “chop-sticks!” 

A writer in “Harper’s New Monthly 
Magazine, back in 1879, was saying, 
“Possibly the time may come when 
the rage for the antique, now expend- 
ing itself upon pottery, will bring out 
the old pianos and give them a market 
value.” Possibly. Very early pianos 
and their contemporaries and _pre- 
decessors in the form of spinets, harp- 
sichords and virginals are today at- 
tracting the attention of collectors of 
antiques. 

The earliest musical instruments 
were, of course, stringed instruments, 
played by plucking the strings as 
with the harp and “Play on your 


harp, little David” was the keynote. 
It was the beginning of the use of 
the hammer method of securing a 
tone that led to the piano. 

The clavicitherium came into use 
about 1325 and it appeared as an 
oblong box within which strings of 
catgut were stretched, varying in 
length from the longest, reaching the 
full length of the box, to the shortest, 
enough shorter to give the highest 
desired note. These strings were 
operated by striking a key which 
caused a so-called plectrum to strike 
the string. This was an elementary 
form of the hammer method of mak- 
ing a sound. Incidentally, it has been 
discovered that catgut strings known 
to be 3,000 years old will still give 
out a sound. Catgut would seem to 
have more lives than the cat. 


Today we need to know very little 
of this six-syllable, 14th century an- 
cestor of the piano. It belongs in the 
realm of things that were antiques 
before there ‘were any antiques. But it 
did represent the beginning of the 
piano type of musical tone produc- 
tion. 

When the tone was first produced 
by striking the strings instead of by 
picking them, it was made with a 
quill fastened to a piece of wood oper- 
ated by keys resembling the piano 
keyboard. It failed to satisfy in tone 
old Dr. Burney (author of “The Gen- 
eral History of Music,” London, 1776) 
who described the tone as “a scratch 
with a sound at the end of it.” 

Somewhat later came the clavichord 
which, too, was an oblong box with 
strings and keys for three octaves. 
The keys, when struck, caused the 
brass strings to be hit by brass ham- 
mers rather than by quills. Mozart 
made a clavichord a part of his regu- 
lar equipment. 

The earliest approach to the 
piano as we know it today, was the 
virginal, and almost contemporary 
with it were the spinet and the harp- 
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sichord. The virginal was so called 
because of its common use in playing 
hymns to the virgin and also, it is 
said, in compliment to Queen Eliza- 
beth during whose reign it acquired 
its greatest popularity after having 
come into vogue in the reign of her 
father, Henry VIII. So great was 
its popularity that the famous diarist, 
Pepys, in writing about the disastrous 
London fire of 1666, says, ‘The 
Thames was filled with boats taking 
aboard goods to save them from the 
flames and I observed that hardly one 
lighter in three that had the goods 
of a house in it but that there were 
a pair of virginals in it.” 

Many virginals were richly deco- 
rated with paintings and those so 
adorned were worth large sums 
though otherwise of ordinary merit. 

The virginal was, in effect, a small 
harpsichord. Often it did not have 
legs but rested on a table or other 
support. Its popularity in England 
lasted through the 16th and 17th cen- 
turies. Usually the instrument was 
referred to in the plural, as a pair, 
but the term pair in such case did 
not mean two any more than a pair 
of pliers means two. 

The spinet resembled the virginal 
in construction and in extravagant 
adornment. Both were similar in 
shape and size to a small “square” 
piano and both were played with keys. 
The spinet was much the same as the 
harpsichord, but smaller and produced 
a lighter tone. It acquired its name 
from the pointed quill used in string- 
ing the wire, as “spinet” from the 
Latin for spine, a sharp thorn. 

The harpsichord was contemporary 
with the virginal and the spinet, but 
acquired greater prestige among mu- 
sicians and was indeed the leading 
musicial instrument of the 18th cen- 
tury. It resembled in size and shape 
today’s piano and the keyboard, some- 
times bi-manual, had 5 octaves. Its 
popularity must have been in spite of 
and not on account of the fact that 
it had the crow-quill type of hammer. 

Without attempting to detail tech- 
nically the construction of the piano, 
it may be said it was the final step 
from the crude quill sound produc- 
tion to the actual percussion process 
with little hammers striking the steel 
strings. In fact, the early pianos 
were termed “hammer- -harpsichords.” 
The first name for the piano was the 
“forte-piano,” “forte” from the Latin 
for loud, and “piano” from the Ital- 
ian” for soft. It provided the first 
instrument capable of being given a 
loud or a soft sound as desired. In 
time “forte-piano” came to be “piano- 
forte” and today just plain “piano.” 

There were various claimants for 
the honor of having evolved the plan 
of using a hammer method of pro- 
ducing the musical sounds but credit 
is most credibly given to one Cristo- 
foli of Padua, Italy, his discovery dat- 
ing in 1710. It was not until late in 
the 18th century that the piano-forte 
reached a state of a comparative per- 
fection (though still far from today’s 
perfection) that made it a satisfac- 
tory musical instrument for such pi- 
anists and composers as Mozart, Han- 
del, Haydn and Beethoven. Mozart 
had begun playing on a piano of 1762 


when he was but six years old. In 
1767 a pianofore was used in the per- 
formance of “The Beggars’ Opera” 
in London. 

The earliest pianos were given to 
a tiny tone and this was remedied by 
increasing the size of the wires, the 
low tone wires being wound with 
other wire to give them increased 
volume. Of course this made it nec- 
essary to draw the wires tighter to 
get the right pitch The constant 
tightening of the wires produced such 
a strain on the wood frames that held 
them that in time it was found neces- 
sary to substitute iron frames that 


Avould not weaken under the con- 


stantly increasing pull of heavier 
wires under greater tension. 

Many people are today seeking to 
sell their pianos, mostly . uprights, 
many with names that have reputa- 
tion, having been assembled from 
parts bought here and there and put 
together by someone styling himself 
a piano manufacturer, though he 
manufactured nothing. For the most 
part these “assembled” pianos are 
worth less than the low price asked 
for them. It pays to buy name and re- 
putation in a piano and many who 
are today trying to sell their pianos 
have discovered this. 

Antiques dealers have frequent 
queries, “I have an old piano I want 
to sell. What is it worth?” One can 
only answer, “It is worth whatever 
you can get for it.” There is no blue 
book of used piano prices and the 
difficulty of moving or shipping the 
instruments handicaps the sale. They 
must ordinarily be sold for delivery 
within inexpensive trucking distance. 
There are too many middle-aged pi- 
anos in storage warehouses awaiting 
disposal, plenty of them for the 
amount of the storage charges against 
them, to make it necessary for one 
to pay what such an _ instrument 
seems worth to its owner. Perhaps 
one gets $25, perhaps two or three 
times that. Perhaps one has a Stein- 
way parlor grand or its equivalent 
that will bring a good price from a 
buyer with a handsome and a promis- 
ing young musician in the family. 

But a beautiful old spinet in nice 
playing order, with an inlaid case, 
delicate carving or artistic painting, 
sound in construction, may find a 
buyer who will value it for its his- 
tory, its age, its antiquarian interest, 
and pay into the hundreds for it. 

I have not mentioned the melode- 
on among the above instruments for 
the reason that it is not a stringed 
instrument. It operates on much the 
same principle as an accordion or a 
cabinet organ. Melodeons have met 
with some sale in antique shops where 
they may bring from $50 up, accord- 
ing to condition. Many are bought 
and transformed into desks. The beau- 
tiful rosewood used in the cases of 
them lends itself well to such adapta- 
tion, but the novelty of that use has 
worn off and the desks so made are 
rather large for today’s small living 
quarters. 

Some melodeons are reconditioned 
and used by musicians who have a 
liking for their soft, flowing tones, 
and in the hands of an expert they 
do produce beautiful results. 
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The melodeon was patented in 1846. 
In shape and size it much resembles a 
small edition of the old square piano.

New York City 
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Bridging International 
Boundaries via the Museum 


In a speech before the Annual 
Meeting of the American Association 
of Museums, Quebec, in May, the 
Right Hon. Vincent Massey, C. H., 
of London, England, lead off with 
these stimulating and provocative 
remarks: 

“There are certain professions 
which seem to bridge international 
boundaries very easily. That of the 
museum director is one of them. Af- 
ter all, the heads of museums, where- 
ever their work lies, have a job with 
the same problems and the same op- 
portunities and they talk the same 
language. There have been many 
gallant but fruitless efforts to devise 
an international tongue for this 
world, but a group of men from dif- 
ferent countries really do create an 
international language when they 
talk ‘shop’ together This is probably 
a hoary platitude but it would be well 
if we remembered it. In the field of 
Anglo-American relations, for in- 
stance, there is always something 
ineffective and unreal when the visi- 
tor talks about this all-important 
subject in the abstract. On the other 
hand, when American and British 
architects or doctors or lawyers fore- 
gather, then you have an atmosphere 
of reality. They do not talk about 
links between their two countries; 
they do not require any allusion to 
blood being thicker than water, or 
hands extending across the sea. They 
simply unconsciously represent in 
their own persons and vocations the 
common aims and ideals of their two 
countries. I have seen this happen 
in Washington and in London and in 
my own country. So here I am sure 
there will be felt to be little need to 
acclaim the ‘undefended frontier’ be- 
tween wus, and there will be a real 
comradeship flowing from common 
experiences and similar objectives. 


“There is no doubt that the muse- 
ums of the world today are far more 
important institutions than ever be- 
fore. Two reasons at least occur to 
one. The ‘scarcity value’ of their con- 
tents has increased immensely dur- 
ing the tragic years of the war. 
You, gentlemen, know much more 
than I do about the losses in Europe, 
but I learnt something of that sad 
story at first hand, not only on one or 
two visits to the continent, but as a 
member of the British committee 
which, like its counterpart in the 
United States, was formed to deal 
with the preservation of works of art 
in the theatres of war. We are only 
beginning to realize how serious 
their casualties were. 


“But there is another reason why 
museums are more important today, 
and for this you, not the enemy, are 
responsible. If your tasks are heavier 
and your days more crowded than 
they used to be, it is because you 
have made the museum. an essential 
institution, and the public interests in 
its work and demands for its serv- 
ices have increased accordingly. We 
know this to tme of the United 
States. It is also true of Great 
Britain and of this country as well.”

controlled this company and it is evi- 
dent that he designed and developed 
the Acorn clock, which is one of the 
outstanding and probably one of the 
most widely sought by collectors. It 
is not generally known that there 
were at least five different types of 
Acorn clocks made by this company. 
They also made many other types of 
shelf clocks. 

We are illustrating herewith an ex- 
ample of the type that is generally 
known and pictured in the Wallace 
Nutting, Moore, and Miller publica- 
tions, and whici are listed as being 
made about 1825 to 1835. From in- 
formation that I have received from 
present day authorities, these clocks 
were made somewhat later, probably 
from 1835 to 1845. This clock has an 
eight-day brass movement of the 
fusee type. The fusee being placed 
in the lower part of the case, having 
cat gut running to the winding ar- 
bors and usually Forestville Manu- 
facturing Company, Bristol, CT., 
Conn., A. appears on the dial. 
This particular clock has a picture of 
the residence of J. C. Brown on the 
door, which is quite unusual.

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BUTTON NOTES 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


I did a little “Overall” research, after all, and am. ac- 
cordingly able to “place” a few more Overall trade- 
names and makers, as follows: 

“Boss of the Road” and “Cant Bust Em” are the cre- 
ations of a company (Eloesser-Heynemann) in San Fran- 
sisco. “Bread Winner” products are made by the O. L. 
Hinds Co. in Burlington, Vermont; while “Burlington” 
garments are made by the Burlington Mfg. Co. in Kansas 
City, Missouri. 

“Carhartt’s O’alls & Gloves” are made by the Car- 
hartt-Hamilton Co. in Detroit; in the same city, W. M. 
Finck & Co. produce their “Special.” 

Carter & Churchill Co., successors to H. V. Carter & 
Sons, are still going strong in Lebanon, New Hampshire, 
where they also make “Profile” garments; and “Gran- 
ite” work clothes are made by the Granite Overall Co. 
of Nashua, New Hampshire. 

“Crown Brand” and “Headlight” are manufactured by 
the Crown Overall Mfg. Co. of Cincinnati; “The Janes- 
ville Brand” is made in Janesville, Wisconsin; and “Jum- 
bo Make” is (probably) a product of the Picadilly Shirt 
Co. in Baltimore. 

“A. G. Hildreth” work clothes are made in my home 
city of Worcester, Massachusetts, while “Lee Unionalls” 
are among the many garments manufactured by H. D. 
Lee, in Kansas City, Missouri. 

“Lion Brand” is (probably) a product of the Pyramid 
Clothing Mfg. Co. of St. Louis; while “OshKosh B’Gosh” 
garments are made by Oshkosh B’Gosh, Inc, Oshkosh, 
Wisconsin. (Try saying this fast!) 

“Pool’s overalls and work clothes are made by the 
Pool Mfg. Co. of Sherman, Texas; “Pine Tree” overalls 
by the Sawyer-Barker Co. in Portland, Maine. Sweet-Orr, 
makers of the “Tug-of-War,” have their headquarters in 
New York City, while “Tom Cat” (and all Nine Lives) 
are made by the Tom Cat Overall Co. of Chattanooga, 
Tennessee. 

These work garments and the buttons that help publi- 
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cize them are still current, apparently, along with many 
others which I have not yet been lucky enough to secure 
for my collection. Other well-known names, however, 
seem to be no longer manufactured. I realize that I 
have only scratched the surface of this (to me) fascinat- 
ing subject; and I hope that additional information about 
Overall buttons ‘will be forthcoming from time to time, 
for the benefit of collectors who may be interested.

I take this opportunity to correct a mistaken—or, at 
least—an incomplete description, of which I was guilty 
in regard to this Heraldic button. (BUTTON PARADE, 
p. 74, No. 9). To Mrs. Mary S. Wenzel of New York I 
am grateful for authentic information about it. It seems 
that the coat-of-arms shown is that of the city of Aber- 
deen, Scotland, (called “The Granite City.”) The motto 
may be freely translated to mean “Good Fortune” or 
“Good Luck.” To quote from the Encyclopedia Britannica: 
“The motto on the city arms of ‘Bon Accord’ traditionally 
commemorates the watchword used by Aberdonians aiding 
Robert Bruce,” in the days when that hero was fighting 
for Scottish independence. \

IMPORTS 


By L. Erwina Couse 


Since the end of the war we have 
been receiving buttons from Europe 
in quantity. Those pictured are all 
from France and Germany, except 
Nos. 4, and 15, and they were all 
found by scouts there for a New 
York woman importer. We, who love 
picture buttons are indeed fortunate 
to have the opportunity to add so 
many hitherto unpictured and hence 
unidentified buttons unearthed for us. 

Many are searching for accurate 
identities. In the meantime for con- 
venience in buying, selling and classi- 
fying for show purposes some of the 
buttons will have to have temporary 
names. It will be greatly appreciated 
by all collectors if you will let it be 
known when you make positive 
identifications on buttons. There is 
too much guess-work in identities. 
A necessity at first in order to create 
interest in our hobby, it has now be- 
come passe to use general descrip- 
tive titles any longer than necessary. 
If all button collectors will give only 
a few hours a year to searching 
through books in libraries and doing 
the picture galleries, I’m sure that all 
our picture buttons can be named 
authentically in due time.

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Mail Order Care and Carelessness 


By FRANK FARRINGTON 


Some buyers and sellers of an- 
tiques show lack of business exper- 
ience when it comes to sending or re- 
ceiving orders by mail. 


I am on the receiving end of a 
good deal of advertising literature 
from antiques dealers who want me 
to place orders with them. Many of 
these lists include information as to 
which items are perfect, which are 
defective and how. They explain as 
to possible crating and transportation 
charges. They tell me whether I can 
get my money back if not satisfied. 


But some times one of these pieces 
of information is omitted, sometimes 
another. Rarely all of them. Too of- 
ten there is something I’d like to 
know that isn’t told. There may be 
neglect to state whether an item is 
really old. There may be and proba- 
bly is, neglect to state whether 
prompt shipment may be expected. 
There may be and often is, neglect to 
give measurements important to a 
prospective buyer. Or too many ab- 
breviations may be used, some of 
them obscure. Such wording in ad- 
vertising cannot be expected to at- 
tract new collectors unfamiliar with 
technical terms. 


The use of abbreviations, some- 
times carried to excess, may have its 
excuse in a crowded magazine adver- 
tisment as a space saver, but in mail 
lists it is not as important as absolute 
certainty of being understood. 


One welcomes with cordiality the 
list that is divided into sections that 
separate Milk glass, figurines, Staf- 
fordshire, goblets, silver, chairs, 
prints, one from another under separ- 
ate headings making it easy for the 
reader to go right to tie desired sub- 
ject. 


There may be question as to wheth- 
er it is better to quote prices on furn- 
iture including crating, f. o. b. ship- 
ping point, or to quote with the un- 
derstanding that crating cost is to 
be added, it does seem, however, that 
the purchase is simplified for the 
buyer and made more attractive if 
the entire cost up to, if not includ- 
ing, transportation, is covered by the 
one quoted figure. The cost of crat- 
ing is high today, but probably not 
as high as the prospective purchaser 
fears. 


Shippers of antiques are usually 


good packers, but not always. I have 
had a box of glass come half way 
across the country, to arrive with 
the different pieces jingling about 
like a string of sleigh bells and, I 
hasten to admit, mirabile dictu, with 
nothing broken. Too, I have had a 
box arrive with a valuable piece 
of Sandwich glass set so near to the 
side of the box that when something 
hard hit that box side, it broke the 
glass piece. 


Not all dealers seeking mail orders 
make sure their antiques come up to 
the claims. This is sometimes due to 
lack of knowledge of what is what 
and it may be fair to say that when 
a dealer does not know just what he 
is offering, he might better not offer 
it until he does know. To pay a high 
price for a pair of plates advertised as 
Lacy Sandwich and have them prove 
to be Baccarat, may or may not 
not please the buyer, but it is taking 
chances to let that happen. It costs 
the seller the confidence of the custo- 
mer. 


Sometimes I think a dealer takes 
a chance when he isn’t quite sure and 
sends along the merchandise anyway, 
trusting that the buyer will not know 
any more about it than he does, or 
may take his word for it—only to 
learn later that he has been fooled. 


_ We all make mistakes along that 
line and honest mistakes ‘will be over- 
looked—if the buyer believes they are 
honestly made. But after all, even 
a mistake isn’t good for the business 
and at the very least, indicates ig- 
norance if not carelessness. An ex- 
perienced antiques dealer is not sup- 
posed to make mistakes in his wares. 
He is supposed to know. He cannot 
expect to hold the good will and re- 
ceive the repeat orders of buyers if 
they discover he doesn’t know Bac- 
carat fram Lacy Sandwich or Quimp- 
er from Copeland. 


One of the things to keep in mind 
about ordering antiques by mail is 
the possibility that some of the items 
ordered have already been sold. In 
the nature of things, with few items 
being duplicated in the stock, this 
must happen but you can’t win all 
the time. The persistent buyer keeps 
oe and he will have his share of 
uck. 
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A great deal of the dissatisfaction 
with unfilled orders is removed if the 
dealer makes immediate response. 
There is literally no excuse for de- 
laying the return of an order and 
check for two weeks, only to say the 
goods have been sold. In a recent or- 
der, after experiences of that kind, I 
expressly stipulated, “Unless at least 
two-thirds of this order can be sent, 
with immediate shipment made, can- 
cel the order and return my check.” 
This was a reasonable stipulation, be- 
cause of half a dozen items, if only 
half or a third were sent, the express 
charges would have exhausted the 
profit: It took two weeks to get a 
reply stating all had been sold. Two 
weeks! Weeks of delay in filling an 
order for goods right in the shop is 
inexcusable and gives the impression 
that the advertiser may be soliciting 
orders for goods he does not have but 
thinks he can pick up if ordered. 


If a dealer cannot give orders im- 
mediate attention and if shipment 
must be delayed, he should at least 
send a postal card acknowledging re- 
ceipt of the order and giving a ship- 
ping date. 


When people send mail orders they 
begin looking for the arrival of the 
goods almost the next day and their 
impatience, unreasonable though it 
is, increases daily. 


I am. not sure that some dealers do 
not wait for the customer’s check to 
have time to bounce before making 
shipment, which is not unreasonable. 
Even so, acknowledgement of the 
order is possible and the banker will 
tell, when the check is deposited, 
how soon it will come back if not 
good. The fact is that they rarely do 
bounce. In many years of mail order 
selling, during which shipments have 
always been made at once without 
consideration of the possibility of the 
check being bad, not a single check 
has bounced. And this has involved 
checks from every state in the Union 
and from towns of all sizes and banks 
of all sizes. But always checks are 
deposited immediately upon receipt. 


One can scarcely believe that mail 
order buyers will send orders with 
no address on them, and even un- 
signed. Not infrequently I find it 
necessary to depend upon the post- 
mark for the name of the town of 
origin, and time and again the buy- 
er’s name is available only because it 
has been written or printed on the 
outside of the envelope. Or the sig- 
nature or post office name is not 
quite decipherable and might almost 
as well be omitted. It is unfortunate

when there is no way of discovering 
the source of the order and one must 
wait until a complaint is received, 
with obvious suspicion of the dealer’s 
honesty in not making shipment. A 
good many buyers fail to realize 
their signatures (and other writing) 
does not read as easily by a stranger 
as it looks to them. 

If the article is just as advertised 
and if the advertisement is sufficient- 
ly explicit, the buyer will know just 
what he is ordering. The dealer can 
hardly be expected to have it out of 
his stock for a matter of several 
weeks, and in addition to pay an ap- 
preciable sum in express charges 
both ways, to give the buyer the priv- 
ilege of examination. It costs some- 
thing to have goods sent on approval 
and the dealer could not afford to 
pay costs without making his prices 
high enough to cover the additional 
expense. If the item is returned, the 
dealer should not be expected to 
stand all the expense. 


As to C.O.D. orders, some dealers 
welcome them, some refuse them, 
some use their judgment as to which 
to accept and which to reject. Some 
buyers seem to dislike sending their 
money in advance even though it 
might mean a little saving in charges. 
I have never turned down a C.O.D. 
order and probably shall not, but I 
own a feeling that nothing is quite 
as satisfactory as “cash on the barrel- 
head,” as they say. 

One phase of mail order selling 
that irks me is when someone writes 
to ask that an item, if not sold, be 
held and that a check will be sent, 
and the item is held, the prospect ad- 
vised, and the check never comes. 
People who act like that ought to — 
well, they ought to know better! 

It need not be said to people ex- 
perienced in mai! buying that, in re- 
ceiving any shipment that shows ex- 
ternal evidence of damaged contents, 
notation of this fact should be writ- 
ten on the express receipt before 
signing it. And if, on opening a par- 
cel that is apparently all right, 
breakage is found inside, breakage 
that might have occurred in transit, 
the express agent or the post office 
should be notified at once, if possible 
showing the package and the way in 
which the packing appeared upon 
opening. 

In my experience there has rarely 
been any difficulty in getting a 
proper adjustment of a fair claim for 
damage. Sometimes the express 
agency will take the damaged goods 
and pay the full claim. Sometimes 
it will pay for having the damage 
repaired. Sometimes it ‘will pay part 
value and allow the claimant to retain 
possession. Extravagant claims will 
not be allowed, nor will transporta- 
tion authorities pay $50. damages on 
breakage in a box valued at $50, 
when the article broken cannot be 
shown to be worth more than a frac- 
tional part of $50. I have found the 
claim department of the express com- 
pany or of the post office ready to 
settle on a basis of the actual value 
of the merchandise. And I have 
found them prepared to give proper 
consideration to the values of an-

But, naturally, fair- 
ness on the part of the adjuster is 
going to reflect whatever fairness is 
shown by the claimant. To try to get 
more than the actual value of a dam- 
aged article is sure to bring resist- 
ance. Somewhere in the background 
an expert appraiser will assess the 
loss intelligently. 

In selling by mail, wise dealers 
seek to make the transactions as 
simple as possible. It is not practical 
to send antiques on approval with no 
advance payment. That would in- 
volve too much bookkeeping and the 
hazard of loss in uncollectible claims. 
But with both parties to each trans- 
action anxious to do the fair thing, 
mail order antiques buying can be an 
ideal way of securing much wanted 
items that are not to be found in ac- 
tual shopping ‘without too much 
travel.

We learn from a Booklet of Schuch’s 
Hotel, Saginaw, Mich., that the mod- 
ern American hotel dates back only 
to 1794. That year marked the open- 
ing of the City Hotel, New York.

Even in the “palatial” Parker House, 
Boston, 1854, there was no water 
above the kitchen floor; the only 
baths were in the basement.

A bowl, a pitcher, one 
towel, and a cake of yellow soap com- 
pleted the furnishings.

BOYER SALE 


At the recent auction conducted in 
Chicago by the Ostrander Galleries, 
of the Alden Scott Boyer collection 
of coin operated devices, early bi- 
cycles, carved and metal Indians, 
furniture, bric-a-brac, prints, etc., it 
was fascinating to note the interest 
aroused over certain items which in 
the eyes of the circumspect auction 
buyer did not seem relatively im- 
portant compared with other objects 
of the sale. It may well be said that 
this is true of all sales. 


The material auctioned reflected 
Mr. Boyer as a real hobbyist, in that 
his interest was drawn to collecting 
pieces not in the usual vein; relics 
which the general public has had 
little opportunity to study or on 
which to obtain information as to 
monetary values or history. 


The major portion of the sale was 
taken up by all manner of early coin 
operated pianos, musical devices such 
as “Uno,” “Venus,” “Dewey,” “Big 
Six,” “Centaur,” and other famous 
models in use around 1900. Some of 
these are illustrated in the book, 
“Care and Repair of Music Boxes,” 
by Roy Mosoriak. 


There was active bidding on a ma- 
hogany desk, an early type, an al- 
most exact mate of one used by 
a Washington. This brought 
$125. 


A carved Indian, which Mr. Boyer 
said stood for more than 50 years 
overlooking Niagara Falls, brought 
$185. This piece has a weathered 
patina comparable to Chinese tomb 
potteries. 


A curious Italian street piano went 
to the Museum of Hobbies at $150. 

As proof of the pulling power of a 
collector’s auction, many came from 
afar. Noted among many others was, 
Mr. Whitney who journeyed from his 
Cliff House Museum. in San Francisco 
to enter the successful bid for a lot 
of 15 early bicycles which brought 
$2600. Other buyers from a distance 
were: 


M. B. DeJarnette, Nebraska, who 
purchased a Lincoln slate, French 
scale and mortar and pestle. Mrs. 
Kay of Warsaw, Ind., a Regina music 
box with discs. Archibold Maver, 
Aberdeen, Scotland, bought old glass 
paperweights. C. H. Weisz, Arling- 
ton, Va., old pin ball machines. B. L. 
French, curios. L. Rosenberg of Lex- 
ington, Ky., purchased old music 
boxes and Ellen Jones of Michigan, 
who took an Edison phonograph and 
old furniture. 


Mr. Boyer does not intend to for- 
sake the collecting field by any 
means. He is keeping his extensive 
collection of early photographic 
equipment, which he is housing in an 
old bank building, as his active hobby. 


It is doubtful whether another 
such sale will ever be held, for few 
hobbyists have the room to assemble 
such a variety of objects, no matter 
how strong their leaning for those 
items of the nostalgic gay nineties.

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Pottery Facts and Dates 


By BILL KANE 


Pottery is not alive, but it speaks volumes to the owner 


willing to study it. Often the message needs thoughtful 
interpretation. A collector slow to make positive deci- 
sions is right more often than the quickly positive man. 
Sometimes I think porcelains of the years 1820 to 1920 
are fickle in the most deceptive, illusory fashion. This 
is the period of mass production and of the almost uni- 
versal acquirement of skill and art in porcelain making 
and decorating in all European countries. More impor- 
tant in so far as collectors are concerned, it is the period 
of copying, forging, and counterfeiting. 


Do not speculate in porcelains unless you know your 
field thoroughly. Then I think you will not speculate 
because you will not permit yourself to be stampeded by 
talk of uniquity or scarceness, or “museum” quality. 
Especially the last statement is foolish, Every museum 
will receive pieces of all kinds for possible purchase, and 
every owner of fine porcelains knows this. So discount 
all the sales palaver. Do not be impressed by chatter of 
rarity. Do not be over-convinced by showing of marks. 
Buy for what the piece means to you, and don’t think 
that you can sell for as much as you are asked to pay, 
unless you are dealing with a long established, careful 
dealer who talks with restraint. 


Emil Hannover, author of “Pottery and Porcelain,” 
says: “Just as one can prepare one’s self by means of 
books for meeting the genuine things, one can in the 
same way prepare one’s self for meeting the spurious, 
at least for meeting them with a constantly awake con- 
sciousness of their existence.” Mr. Hannover was Direc- 
tor of the Museum of Industrial Art in Copenhagen in 
the later years of the 19th and early years of the 20th 
century. In the course of his three volume study of earth- 
enware and porcelain, he reveals that to his knowledge 
every desirable kind and form of earthenware and porce- 
lain was imitated, either to deceive collectors or to out- 
smart competitors. 


Forgeries exist especially in so far as valuable porce- 


“lain figures are concerned. 


In the last four years too 
many buyers and sellers have bought in haste, sure that 
in a constantly rising market’ they could not go wrong. 
Dealers with gambling fever riding high have bought 
wildly, priced wildly and now may be faced with losses. 
I venture it as my opinion that in the field of fine porce- 
lain figures, when pieces costing more than say $25 each 
are involved, buyers should have the right to submit pur- 
chases to trustworthy experts for judgment, unless the 
seller establishes his claim to be an authority. 


How much does an imperfection affect the value of a 
fine piece of porcelain? It cuts its worth by ninety per 
cent if the imperfection is visible, by somewhat less if it 
not. The more exquisite the piece, the more lamentable 
even a very small chip, say one of pin-head size broken 
off a fingernail. The delicacy of a fine porcelain figure 
is a challenge to its preservation. Delicate porcelain 
figures less than one hundred years old exist by the tens 
of thousands. Many thousands are still in perfect con- 
dition. Damaged pieces are not exactly a dime a dozen, 
but they can be found by an assiduous buyer, in any large 
city’s second-hand and thrift shops, for very little money, 
at the rate of two dozen a week. China repairers are 
overwhelmed with semi-modern figures. These porce- 
lains, even when skilfully mended, are not collector’s 
pieces or worth any speculative whirl. 


A chief purpose of this series is to be of practical 
value to readers of Hoppies. Let me say that I know 
how the temperature rises aS one sees an unusual and 
beautiful old piece of pottery. I still run a high fever 
when my eyes and fingers and mental recognitions begin 
to tell me the story of a piece the like of which I never 
have seen. The china mania is a disease I know well. 
But haste to own a piece may well be followed by chills 
without fever; the realization that one has paid extrava- 
gantly for a spuriosity is not exciting. 

Recently the terms “Collector’s Piece” and “Museum 
Piece” have been used so indiscriminately in letters ask- 
ing for information about pottery that definitions and 
remarks are evidently needed. Who uses these terms? 
Surely not collectors or museums! These phrases are 
jargon of the antiques business and usually are meaning- 
less in so far as they express concrete facts about the 
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quality of a piece. 

I have the feeling that experienced buyers dodge as 
from a blow whenever either term is used in advertising 
or by a salesman. If a piece of earthenware or porcelain 
is evidently choice, if every detail suggests desirability, 
if the condition and presence or absence of marks is 
satisfactory, the object needs no high-pressure language. 
Often I observe the term “collector’s piece’ means the 
owner does not know what he has, or its appearance is 
eccentric, or its condition poor. I have even been asked 
to buy a badly damaged piece of pottery of which the 
clinching argument was: “The condition is far from per- 
fect, but it is a collector’s piece!” 

A companion phrase is “shelf piece,’ which implies 
that if the object stays on a high shelf, does not have 
to withstand close scrutiny, it is somehow desirable. If 
the object is inexpensive, and eventual sale is not a 
point, then “shelf pieces” are good investments. This 
term is honest in its suggestions. “Collector’s piece” is 
as often as not dishonest sales talk. 

The “museum pieces” I have investigated often turn 
out to be monstrosities, suitable only for display in a 
side-show where space is unlimited. This term also often 
prefaces revelation that the condition is not perfect 
enough to tempt an individual buyer who wants choice 
objects to enjoy in his home. 

The eventual test of value of a choice piece of pottery 
is not its value as a museum exhibit, because most mu- 
seums are public institutions and naturally expect to 
receive many gifts, many loan exhibits, and to pay 
moderate prices when they do have to expend public funds 
for an object so rare there is no use waiting in hope that 
some donor may provide it. Nor is the amount a buyer 
may be tempted to pay for a so-called collector’s piece 
any evidence of its real value. Real values are estab- 
lished in reliable auction galleries in large cities and in 
the prices experienced dealers are willing to pay on an- 
other or a private owner. 

Some years ago, in a shop where beautiful porcelain 
figures stood in rows, I met a young French archaeologist. 
He was having a_warm discussion with the owner, a 
famous dealer in French porcelains. Under discussion 
were two porcelain representations of Napoleon. Both 
looked like fine Sevres figures, and they looked alike. As 
I listened I was astonished to find that both men agreed 
the figures were late imitations, and that the discussion 
was about the identity of the potter and the decorator. 
I became aware that it made a great difference in the 
value of each spurious piece if it could be proved to be 
the work of a pair whose names seemed to be Marty- 
Thonet. Then the young Frenchman clinched his argu- 
ment by pointing to a sort of cross-hatching or herring- 
bone effect used to represent the wrinkles in the skin 
over the knuckle of the thumb of the left hand. “That’s 
not Thonet’s sign-manual, that’s Ellinger; Thonet used 
two small arrowpoints at the ends of the first line only.” 
The dealer was convinced. Then he asked which of the 
two was later, and the young man said both were about 
1920. Further argument developed that the dealer had 
detected slight differences in colors where the enamelling 
was thin, and thought the barely visible evidences of 
fading showed a difference in age. The young man was 
sure this was only a mark of inferior workmanship. 
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The two men noticed my pricked-up all ears attention, 
and I asked why if both were late imitations the differ- 
ences were worth arguing. “One is a great artist, who 
liked to decorate porcelain, and the other is a journey- 
man. Collectors know the difference. They will buy 
Thonet’s figures and pay pretty good prices. They don’t 
bother with Ellinger’s. If the young man is correct, he 
has told me something I needed to know.” 

I learned later that the young man was correct. As 
part of special training for his profession, he had been 
shown how noted French and other porcelains that fetch 
great prices are reproduced, and had taken a course in 
the recognition of forgeries. Of Thonet he told me this 
really great painter had never reproduced marks, had 
never directly copied older porcelain painters, but used 
the two arrow points on his figures so that friends would 
not buy his work thinking it was First Empire Sevres. 
I asked then if Thonet’s pieces were always unmarked. 
I was told that adding a mark, even an under glaze mark, 
was a simple matter for expert potters if the chance 
of gain was sufficient. 


Emil Hannover says he observed in large cities of 
Europe frequented by rich tourist collectors, that it did 
not matter how much most shops sold, their stock of fine 
porcelains was never exhausted. So I maintain that 
unless an owner is willing to study all of the facts about 
expensive porcelain figures, he must buy only for the 
meaning of a piece to him as an ornamental possession, 
and he must be unwilling to pay large amounts for so- 
called rare collector’s pieces unless he knows his seller 
has much more than superficial knowledge of porcelains 
and forgeries. 


Pottery is such an old, such an involved art that every 
well-made piece is worth attention and study. But spe- 
culation and day-dreaming can rob this pleasant hobby 
of its joy. Don’t speculate, unless you have the gam- 
bler’s temperament and can afford to lose. Don’t put 
your trust in marks until you know potteries so well that 
verification of marks is merely the final step in ap- 
preciation. 


Give some place in your affections to wares that do 
not seem in great demand. Passage of years brings 
strange reversals in the values collectors attach to differ- 
ent wares. Knowledge of pottery is growing. In 1920 
Gaudy Dutch soft paste porcelain stayed on dealer’s 
shelves though 9%” plates were only two dollars each. 
At that time New York dealers called the ware Pennsyl- 
vania Dutch. In 1948 two discolored cup plates sold at 
auction at the Parke-Bernet Galleries for $105. In 1945 
at the same place three cup plates in perfect condition 
sold for $900. By 1932 many collectors knew facts about 
Gaudy Dutch, and it was widely collected. By 1945, 
hopeful dealers were wondering if polychrome Ironstone 
with gaudy floral decoration could possibly be related to 
Gaudy Dutch wares. Today, many polychrome ironstones 
are openly spoken-of as Gaudy Dutch. Another article 
in this series recounts the story of Gaudy Dutch soft 
paste, of Gaudy Welsh and of Gaudy Ironstones, and 
gather into brief compass all the facts so far known 
about these wares.

A Tribute to Mrs. 
William Greig Walker 


In the recent passing of Mrs. Wil- 
liam, Greig Walker, Connecticut, the 
antique world has lost a true friend. 
As it has been said, “She was a pio- 
neer, one of the first in appreci- 
ating the qualities of our early 
American pattern glass or pressed 
glass.” Mrs. Walker had inherited 
glass from her New England ances- 
tors so the love for it came to her 
naturally. More than 30 years ago 
she began collecting and studying old 
glass. She was the first person to 
bring to the public this glass by ex- 
hibiting it at the Art Center and else- 
where. 


Not a book on the subject was then 
written. Her library now comprises 
about 50 volumes covering the field 
over her beaten path. Mrs. Walker 
was able to give her time to study 
and travel. A number of years ago 
she shipped six barrels of this glass 
to her home in New York, from Cali- 
fornia. Some of the specimens had 
undoubtedly been taken west in the 
prairie wagons in the early days of 
the “Forty-niners.” 


By her clever mind and intelligent 
understanding her collection so grew 
that her contacts with collectors in- 
duced her to sell. That enabled her 
to acquire even finer pieces and she 
became recognized as an outstanding 
specialist in dealing with the finest 
type of this American glass. As a 
consultant she was constantly called 
upon. Her collection of Lacy Sand- 
wich glass was very large. In fact 
all the early glass factories were well 
represented in her collections, and 
illustrations of her glass are shown 
in important books and maga- 
zines. Her assembly, of dinner sets 
consisting of from 50 to 100 pieces, 
and including more than 30 of the 
loveliest patterns, was a fascinating 
contribution of her work. There are 
only three sets remaining in her col- 
lection- 


In 1930 Mrs. Walker acquired the 
noted collection of early American 
Glass owned by John Hays Ham- 
mond, Jr., which was assembled by 
his friend Leslie Buswell of Glouces- 
ter, Mass. It represented pieces from 
the Stiegel Factory at Manheim, Pa. 
Wistar — Wistarburg glass, and the 
Blown Three Mold from South Jersey. 


Mrs. Walker gave the public an op- 
portunity of seeing this collection at 
an exhibltion of the Art Center in 
New York. Her many exhibitions 
there gave unusual opportunity for 
the arrangement of glass in settings 
of various periods. Her collections 
comprised about six thousand pieces. 
Six of these collections are now in 
our museums and some of her out- 
standing pieces are in the Governor’s 
Palace in Williamsburg, Va. 


Mrs. Walker lectured occasionally 
in our glass centers. She declined 
many other lecture invitations and 
also had to turn down an invitation 
to prepare a book on her accumulat- 
ed knowledge of old glass.

Depict- 
ing the Savior, barefooted and in 
brown robes, standing beneath a 
bluish green canopy upon a marble 
terrace, with a child in His right arm, 
His left hand resting on a second 
child lying on a cushion before Him;

A Sunday afternoon call on Mrs. 
Val Crane, in suburban Chicago, 
whose late husband, was a son of the 
well known founder of the Crane 
Company. Her home portrays two 
generations of exquisite taste in col- 
lecting. The spacious brick home, 
footed with flowers and a rolling 
lawn, is far back from. the highway 
in one of the most scenic spots in sub- 
urban Chicago. Mrs. Crane’s late 
father-in-law started the collection, 
and in his world travels brought 
back the best from the many spots 
of the world’s marts. Beautiful Dres- 
den and Bougereau paintings grace 
the many fireplaces. Delicately de- 
signed and colored Oriental rugs cov- 
er the highly polished, wide plank 
floors. 


Of the many curios in the Crane 
home, probably nothing is more ex- 
citing in interest than the large cryst- 
al ball, perfectly wrought, and prob- 
ably seven or eight inches in diame- 
ter. This was our first experience 
with a crystal ball, and while it told 
no fortunes, its other qualifications 
offset that omission. We have never 
seen the famous Dowager Empress 
crystal, which was purchased some 
years ago by the University of Penn- 
sylvania Museum, but the Crane me- 
mento, must be a close second. The 
Empress crystal was one of the 
treasures of the Imperial Palace in 
Peking, China, and belonged to the 
Empress Ssi Tai-hou. Its weight is 
50 pounds and it is a perfect crystal 
globe, beautifully cut and polished. 


Its diameter is ten inches, and this 
is considered a very large size. It 
took many years of labor to make a 
globe this size, to say nothing of the 
infinite patience of the Chinese who 
carved it. 


Crystal balls will probably be one 
of the items to pass into oblivion, 
living only in collections. Hand labor 
is not so readily available as it once 
was. 


It is easy to see why crystal quartz 
has been greatly prized and revered 
through the years. Carved specimens 
of the Mycenaean era have descended 
to us. The Romans used it to cauter- 
ize wounds and to kindle the sacred 
fires. The Hindus read the future in 
crystal globes, and so did Medieval 
Europe.

WHAT SHALL I COLLECT IN GLASS? 


By GEORGE S. McKEARIN 


There is and has been for several 
years a wide-spread and growing in- 
terest in American Glass. This is 
especially evident in the far west and 
south-west, where there are hundreds 
even thousands, of new collectors. 
Before this section of our country 
was settled and during its develop- 
ment, the pressing machine in glass 
making had been perfected and to a 
large extent revojutionized the in- 
industry. The Victorian Era was in 
full swing and rapidly approaching 
that stage which characterized the 
culmination of the period and was 
clearly expressed in the architecture 
of the Seventies and in _ the 
furniture, glass, china, silver and 
practically everything produced in 
the way of furnishings and decora- 
tions. Naturally, therefore, a very 
small percentage of the household 
furnishings in those new sections of 
our country were of the period when 
individual craftsmanship found ex- 
pression and glass, both for utilitar- 
ian and decorative use, followed the 
forms and technique of the early 
blowers, many of whom. were master 
craftsmen. 

I have talked with many collectors 
from these parts and nearly all tell 
me that only rarely is any early glass 
encountered. It is quite natura! for 


press an interest in Early American 
Glass and then name types and pat- 
terns they collect, such as Daisy and 
Button, Panelled Grape, Hobnail, 
Milk Glass Plates, Amberina and so 
on, all of which were in vogue in the 
late Seventies, Eighties and the Gay 
Nineties. 

Collecting is in itself a fascinating 
hobby, regardless of what is collected. 
I have not any desire or intention to 
speak disparagingly of any particu- 
lar field of glass collecting which ap- 
peals to the taste or interest of any 
individual collector. Neither do I pre- 
sume to tell any collector what type, 
kind, or period of glass he shall col- 
lect. That is a matter of individual 
taste. However I do hope more of 
the new collectors will acquire and 
cultivate an interest in glass, primar- 
ily American, but also its prototypes 
in English and Continental glass, 
which represent the craft of the glass 
blower and its development in Amer- 
ica. 

With the perfection of the pres- 
sing machine glass making found it- 
self on the threshold of a new era 
which rapidly developed into the ma- 
chine and mass production of a high- 
ly commercial age and gradual loss 
of craftsmanship and individual ex- 
pression. 
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the skill and craftsmanship of the 
Eighteenth Century and earlier blow- 
ers. The larger glass houses, Sand- 
wich, New England Glass Company 
and Pittsburg, where pressed glass 
was being turned out in vast quanti- 
ties, also had craftsmen who contin- 
ued to blow fine glass. 


It is also true that in the Seven- 
ties, Eighties and Nineties blown 
glass in quantities for table and de- 
corative use was produced by blowers 
who were skilled, but they were 
making commercial wares under the 
influence, perhaps sometimes un- 
consciously, of what has frequently 
been termed the decadent taste of the 
late Victorian Era. 


We creep before we walk and walk 
before 'we run. Some collectors have 
naturally a discriminating taste and 
a flair for the worth while and the 
finest in any field of collecting they 
follow; but with more of us discrimi- 
nation is acquired slowly, sometimes 
painfully, through experience, obser- 
vation and constant study. For over 
twenty years I have been interested 
in all types and kinds of glass, pres- 
sed as well as blown, and not exclud- 
Pd blown glass of the late Victorian 

ra. 


From the standpoint of a collector 
it is all interesting, but I would draw 
a line of demarkation between that 
which represents the craft and indi- 
viduality of the blower and that 
which merely illustrates the develop- 
ment of machine production or re-

new collectors to take an interest in 
and collect glass of the types found 
in private homes and antique shops 
of their communities. Moreover 
great publicity has been given to the 
pressed glass table ware and late 
blown glass of the Victorian Era, 
both quite generally styled “Early 
American,” through the medium of 
books, magazines, newspaper articles 
and dealers’ price lists. 

I am constantly receiving letters 
and inquiries from collectors who ex- 


It is true that for a half century 
after the advent of pressed glass, 
numerous small glass houses scatter- 
ed throughout New York and the 
New England states, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania and Ohio continued to 
blow window glass, bottles, flasks 
and druggists wares, and_ skilled 
blowers, trained in the old tradition, 
still produced as individual pieces and 
to a limited extent commercially, 
table, and decorative wares which in 
color, form and decoration preserved 


late Victorian Era. Incidentally 
there is a field of collecting well 
worth while in the glass which, be- 
ginning about nineteen hundred, re- 
tlects a renaissance in the arts and 
crafts. 


One can understand and appreciate 
the thrill and interest of collecting a 
table service of pressed glass of the 
type which was in vogue in the days 
of our grandmothers. Here, as a 
matter of personal taste I would pick

itely known that a very large percentage of the finest blown 
mold glass made in America was produced at the 
Sandwich Glass Works. 





an early pattern, having metal of fine 
quality and graceful forms which to 
some extent followed the lines of the 
earlier blown glass. However, a table 
service in a much later pattern may 
appeal to others, or one of the late 
patterns in blue, apple green, or 
amber may provide just the color 
scheme desired. 

A collection of goblets, wines, 
salts, egg cups, creamers or any par- 
ticular item in all of the pressed pat- 
terns or one made up of representa- 
tive pieces in each known pattern is 
interesting and represents a lot of 
fun in assembling. 

If one is seeking a more difficult 
field and one where specimens will be 
hard to find and comparatively rare, 
just go in for examples in color of the 
earlier patterns, such as Ribbed Bell- 
flower, Ribbed Ivy, Ribbed Grape, 


Horn of Plenty, Comet, Ashburton, 
Excelsior, Early Thumbprint, ete. 
These patterns were ordinarily made 
in clear glass but pieces in blue, 
canary yellow, milk white, turquoise 
blue and other colors are occasionally 
encountered. 

Barber Bottles, “Bench” bottles as 
they were called, which were in gen- 
eral use in barber shops during the 
last three decades of the Nineteenth 
Century were blown in great variety 
of form and decoration and in about 
every color in vogue in glass-making 
of the period. These have been in 
great demand and it is easy to under- 
stand what a fascination there can be 
in getting together a representative 
collection of these bottles. 

The late blown glass in such spec- 
ialized types as Amberina, Wheeling 
Peach Blown, the New England 


Peach Blown (which was given the 
trade name of Wild Rose) Pomona, 
Agata, the Burmese, made by the Mt. 
Washington Glass Company in New 
Bedford, Mass., all have their partic- 
ular appeal to some collectors. While 
it was all made after 1870, a great 
deal of this glass was graceful in 
form and attractive in color. 

If one wants the very finest of 
pressed glass in quality and design 
there is an almost unlimited field in 
the beautiful “Lacy” glass produced 
at Sandwich, together with similar, 
but usually less brilliant, Pittsburg 
products and that made by the New 
England Glass Company. In the same 
category are the pressed salts made 
at Sandwich, Pittsburg and other fac- 
tories, and cup plates. About six 
hundred varieties of these cup plates

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WHAT SHALL I COLLECT 
IN GLASS?

are known, many of historical design, 
and beautiful colors are found in 
them and also in the salts. 


Sandwich and the New England 
Glass Company and Pittsburg glass 
houses turned out pressed lamps, 
candlesticks and vases in an almost 
infinite variety of form and color. All 
of these fields for collecting have to 
do with glass made after the advent 
of the pressing machine. 


I suppose by this time it will be 
charged that I am very inconsistent 


—in one breath speaking with dis- 
paragement, disdain, some may say, 
of those whose interest centers in col- 
lecting glass which is characteristic 
of the Victorian Era, and at the same 
time admitting that I also find great 
interest in and for many years have 
collected just such types of glass. In 
fact, if is with considerable misgiv- 
ing I have written this brief article, 
fearing it will to many of my readers 
give an entirely wrong impression of 
my own attitude toward this wide- 
spread and growing interest in 
American glass of the later periods. 
A very considerable percentage of 
new collectors, at least when they 
start, are interested primarily in as- 
sembling a table service of the old 
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pressed glass. Here, unless I was in- 
fluenced by a matter of sentiment or 
some personal association, I would 
select one of the many patterns which 
were characteristic of the period when 
the most meritorious of pressed glass 
table-ware was being produced. If 
my interest developed beyond that 
and I decided to make a collection of 
glass I would avoid becoming a 
mere indiscriminate accumulator and 
endeavor to form a collection which 
would possess the merit and interest 
of typifying the development of 
glass-making in the particular field 
or fields I selected. Were my col- 
lecting confined to that which is 
characteristic of the machine age and 
mechanical production, or late Victor-

self with the idea that it was “Early 
American.” 


I have had a great many new col- 
lectors say, “Well I would like to col- 
lect Early Blown Glass but it is so 
expensive I can’t afford to.” That is 
an altogether mistaken impression. 
It is true there are hundreds, yes 
thousands, of pieces of early blown 
glass which are rare and so valuable 
and expensive that under ordinary 
circumstances they are beyond the 
pocketbook of the average collector. 
On the other hand a very interesting 
and representative collection either 
American, or English and Continen- 
tal, or all three combined, can be as- 
sembled at very moderate cost. More- 
over it is possible for a collector who 
studies the subject and acquires 
knowledge and discrimination to as- 
semble a collection of Early Amer- 
ican blown glass which will in a re- 
presentative degree reflect the crafts- 
manship of the skilled blower and 
portray the development of glass 
making in America. 


In order to illustrate the oppor- 
tunity available to new collectors to 
secure, at moderate cost, interesting 
pieces of early blown glass. I am 
showing six groups of such speci- 
mens, with descriptions and com- 
ments. Any of these, or similar 
pieces, can be had at prices ranging 
from $2.00 to not exceding $25.00. 
They can be purchased from reliable 
dealers who really know glass and 
are prepared to guarantee what they 


sell. They can be found frequently in 
the shops of dealers who may have 
very little, if any, knowledge of old 
glass. One of the greatest thrills, re- 
peatedly experienced by a collector 
who acquires a discriminating know- 
ledge of glass, is to acquire a rare 
piece of glass at nominal cost. Hund- 
reds of collectors pay from $5 to $20 
each for pressed wines and other 
pieces of pressed table ware and 
much of it of the 1865 to 1880 vin- 
tage. Hobnail pitchers, Satin glass, 
glass baskets and other blown glass 
of the 1870 to 1890 period have been 
selling at retail at $5 to $40 each.

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Of course we meant no offense to 
California when we gave Hobbies 
Museum to Florida. In fact, all our 
life we have thought that when we 
were ready to retire, we would prob- 
ably have a slight preference for the 
Golden State but as we probably nev- 
er will be able to retire, that does not 
enter into it. 


As far as locating the museum, it 
was all incidental. But had we meas- 
ured the two, we would have realized 
that California is pretty well satur- 
ated with museums. It has several 
large private museums, such as the 
Lyons Museum at Santa Anita, the 
Stockade Pioneer Museum at Placer- 
ville, the Winchester Mansion, now 
operated by Leland Stanford Uni- 
versity, the Hearst Collection, which 
is in San Mateo, the famous Mission 
Inn at Riverside, the Cliff House 
Museum. at San Francisco, besides 
the numerous public museums, hous- 
ing some of the finest material in the 
country. 

There is one spot left in California 
where a museum would sustain itself. 
That is at Palm Springs where a 
wealthy class of visitors, with leisure 
time, would sustain it. There is, at 
this place, a fine large hotel which 
the Government took over and is now 
turning back, but getting it for a 
museum is out of the question. The 
city of Palm Springs, is trying to 
buy it from the Government, so as to 
keep it out of the hands of a pressure 
group. 


We also investigated the great 
Stotesburg mansion at Bar Harbor, 
Maine, but Bar Harbor does not get 
the visitors in such numbers as Flor- 
ida and the season is shorter. We also 
investigated the Otto Young mansion 
at Lake Geneva, Wisconsin, but that 
is no larger than the Chicago man- 
sion that has housed it. We had under 
consideration too, the Ford and Edi- 
son homes in Fort Myers, Florida, 
which adjoin each other. These names 
are ones to conjure with in American 
history and they will grow more lum- 
inous with the passing years. How- 
ever, Ft. Myers should find some pro- 
motor with a vivid imagination, (like 
myself) to get the Ford and Edison 
families to donate those houses for 
public museum purposes. They could 
save the value in inheritance taxes. 
We also considered the Hetty Green 
home on the island in Biscayne Bay, 
Miami, with approaches by both bus 
and water sightseers but Hetty 
Green’s name will carry no lure to 
the next generation. She was just a 
rich woman who left no footprints on 
the sands of time, although the right

man with ideas could fill it with more 
antiques than it contains now and it 
‘would come’ nearer making money 
than any other under consideration. 


St. Augustine was the proper spot. 
There stood a great, massive, beauti- 
ful, permanent edifice, easily adapted 
to museum. purposes and available at 
an outlay that the average person 
could afford. It diffused strength, 
dignity, magnificence and all that is 
enduring. Over $1,000,000 was spent 
on the grounds and building and 
it could not be done today for 
double that. It is in the most accessi- 
ble spot for visitors and has the his- 
to1scal atmosphere which lends itself 
to a project of this kind. In our opin- 
ion this move, when it is visualized, 
will prompt the building of many 
more specialized museums in resort 
centers of the country, where visitors, 
through’ admissions, will gladly sus- 
tain them in exchange for the pleas- 
ure they render. Truly, collecting has 
a great future, and with the unfold- 
ing of additional plans HOBBIES 
Magazine will continue to make the 
collectors happy and the dealers rich-

We are. often asked about our 
policy regarding advertising repro- 
ductions. Some of them admittedly 
are harmless, and.go to restore an 
antique to usability, such as handles, 
locks, prisms, lamp chimneys, ete. 
Such advertisements serve to make 
the antique salable and we take them 
without question. We do not accept 
advertising, under any circumstances, 
for reproduction glass, china, etc., 
=e for fake furniture or Indian re- 
ics. . 
There has been some controversy, 
too, about metal articles, such as 
lamp posts, garden furniture, etc. 
Admittedly this material has its place 
in the aoe arts but it can 
cause nfischief by getting in the 
hands of dealers who, knowingly or 
unknowingly, sell it for antique or 
ander the time-worn excuse that it 
was bought for old. We have made it 
a policy to accept such advertising 
where the manufacturer agrees to 
stamp the words “Made in 1947” 
in raised or sunken letters. If any 
manufacturer has broken faith with 
us in this requirement we will be glad 
to hear about it. This policy protects 
the buyer. It has been suggested that 
the lettering could be filed off but 
the article can’t be tampered with 
without showing it. Any cautious 
buyer can see such an alteration and 
act accordingly. But the very act in 
itself would subject the seller to pros- 
ecution on the grounds that he 
knowingly and deliberately did this 
in order to sell it fraudulently. 

No well-meaning manufacturer 
would object to doing this. We have 
been told by manufacturers that we 
are the only magazine in the antiques 
field or out of the antiques field, that 
requires them to do this. We don’t 
care if we are, we will not run the 
advertising under any other condi- 
tions.

We still get arguments pro and 
con on the price question. We could 
fill the magazine for months with 
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these opinions but it would not settle 
anything. If you do not see your let- 
ter published it was not because your 
ideas were not good, but because we 
do not see what would be gained by 
rehashing a subject that would still be 
an argument.

E. V. Durling who writes a syndi- 
cated column in the Hearst papers 
commented recently as follows:: 

‘If the article isn’t at least 117 years 
old, it cannot be rightly classed as an 
‘antique.’ Impress that on your wife be- 
fore she goes antique shopping, which is 
becoming an increasingly favorite in- 
door sport of the female of the species.” 

There has been more or less said 
and more or less argument about 
what constitutes a legal antique. 
Some writers harp on the only point 
contained in the law books about the 
requirement under the customs laws, 
that an article must have been made 
before 1830 to be admitted as an an- 
tique, free of duty. When the law 
was passed that meant it had to be 
one hundred years old; now the law 
means it has to be one-hundred-sev- 
enteen years old; ten years from now 
it will have to be one hundred-twenty 
seven years old. 


If this law had any merit in the 
first place, which it had, it ought, ob- 
viously, to be amended from time to 
time so as to bring it up-to-date. 
However, outside of customs regula- 
tions, it is no law at all and does not 
govern any transaction insofar as 
establishing what is legally an an- 
tique. Common custom goes a long 
way and common usage dictates that 
any article that is sought by a muse- 
um or collector for its historical value 
is considered an antique. 


The best antiques you can get your 
hands on today are good specimens 
of early automobiles, radio sets, 
music boxes, and other articles that 
even those of us now living can well 
remember, whereas many an item 
made before 1830 is not in demand 
and has no value because it did not 
change the mode of living; it did not 
represent the best art of the period; 
or it has nothing to deserve perpetu- 
ating because it carried no sentiment 
of the past. 


During the war we heard of a few 
local OPA officials who tried to put 
a price control on antiques. When 
people ‘wrote us we told them to go 
ahead as usual because there was 
nothing in the law covering antiques 
as a commodity. We took the matter 
up with Washington, pointing out 
that the traffic in antiques required 
no manpower or material to manu- 
facture, and that it served a good 
purpose as it was taking the money 
out of circulation that would be 
spent for manufactured goods re- 
quiring both manpower and material. 
While we never got an official opin- 
ion, the boys did lay off because as 
we all know they were up against an 
impossible. proposition anyhow as 
different dealers pay different pricds 
for the same objects and therefore a 
control price would be impossible. 

Different attempts have been made 
to describe what is legally an an- 
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tique and none of them, in the final- 
ity, held water. It may be possible to 
write a fair and equitable law gov- 
erning this subject but as yet it has 
not been done and it may be some 
time before it will be done. In the 
meantime, established custom will 
settle the point.

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Gifts to Hobbies Museum are 
Deductible From Income Tax 


Giving intelligently assumes an im- 
portance today close to that of giving 
generously. Care and thought are 
necessary if the maximum value is 
to be received by the beneficiary and 
the greatest satisfaction returned to 
the giver. The problem of intelligent 
giving has at least two aspects—the 
terms or conditions of the gift and the 
manner of giving. 


There are not only many possible 
variations in the terms of gifts but 
also many possible methods of giving. 
Too many people fall into the habit 
of thinking that contributions must 
be made in cash. This is by no means 
true, and under certain circumstances 
may be needlessly expensive to both 
the giver and the receiver. Our in- 
come and inheritance tax laws have 
been written to encourage the sup- 
port of our educational and social in- 
stitutions, but like all laws they are 
technical and somewhat complicated. 


First of all, our laws are designed 
to permit the maximum gift “effici- 
ency” to be realized from every type 
of property. Whether you give cash, 
securities, real estate, works of art, 
technical equipment or something 
else, the fair market value of the gift 
may be used in calculating your tax 
deduction. 


Though gifts of any size may be 
made, the present Federal income tax 
law allows deductions up to 15 per 
cent of adjusted gross income, which 
is, broadly speaking, gross income 
less business deductions. And one 
must*not forget that the tax deduc- 
tion is permitted on the basis of the 
fair market value of the gift—not the 
original cost of the property given. 


Corporations, as well as individu- 
als are allowed to deduct certain 
types of gifts when computing in- 
come taxes. Generally, corporations 
are restricted to contributions total- 
ing 5 per cent of net income before 
the gifts are made, except when the 
excess contribution is permitted by 
the treasury as an ordinary and 
necessary business expense of the 
corporation. Institutions to whom 
gifts may be made are about the 
Same as in the case of individuals. 
There are some exceptions, however, 
which can be explained by your tax 
counsel, 


Preferential treatment is also giv- 
en in our tax laws for charitable gifts 
that are made by will and testamen- 
tary trust. Except for limitations 
imposed by some states, there is no 
limit on the amount that may be de- 
ducted for tax purposes. The amount 
of the gift is deducted from the value 
_* the gross estate before computing

mals.” The following explanation of 
what this section from the law means 
is purely illustrative and is not in- 
tended to be complete. 

“Religious” contributions allowed 
include those to churches, synagogues, 
seminaries, convents, missions, funds 
for church or synagogue construction, 
improvement, or furnishings, and 
similar gifts, or may be payments 
for pew rents, assessments and dues. 

If you are considering “charitable” 
contributions, eligible purposes are 
those of the Red Cross, Salvation Ar- 
my, community chests and trusts, 
hospitals of all kinds, orphanages, 
homes for the aged, “fresh air 
— slum clearance drives and the 
ike. 

Libraries, art galleries, prepara- 
tory schools, colleges, universities, 
civic musical organizations, scholar- 
ship and fellowship funds, are ex- 
amples of eligible “literary” and “ed- 
ucational” purposes. Achievement 
awards, such as the Pulitzer prize, 
are permitted as well. 

Under “scientific”? are included 
such organizations as the National 
Society for the Prevention of Blind- 


ness, American Cancer Society, 
National Tuberculosis Association, 
National Foundation for Infantile 


Paralysis, funds for scientific schol- 
arships and fellowships and similar 
endeavors. 

Domestic fraternal societies, or- 
ders, or associations operating under 
the lodge system are entitled to re- 
ceive deductible gifts provided the 
gifts are used exclusively for religi- 
ous, charitable, scientific, literary, or 
educational purposes. 

Domestic non-profit organizations 
of war veterans, ‘such as the Ameri- 
can Legion and the Veterans of For- 
eign Wars, are eligible, as are their 
auxiliary units. You may also deduct 
gifts to the. special fund for vocation- 
al rehabilitation authorized by the 
World War Veterans Act of 1924, 
commonly known as the Vocational 
Rehabilitation Act. 

You may also deduct donations 
made to government agencies for 
purely public purposes. Included in 
this group are city schools, state uni- 
versities, village improvement socie- 
ties, county homes, zoos and other 
public exhibits.

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GAUDY DUTCH CHINA WARES 


By BILL KANE 


“If we can put a high sounding 
name to it, we can sell it.” How many 
times puzzled owners of an unidenti- 
fiable antique have said just this and 
been right is beyond enumerating. 

I know an honorable, experienced 
dealer who never went to sea, but in 
whose sun-burnt ears the beat of 
the ocean roars as he walks through 
his inland barn, who invariably sees 
the sea in every unknown old object 
that defies his nearly seventy years 
of living among antiques. He turns 
up the queerest ship captain’s chairs 
and china cabinets, the oddest mari- 
ner’s long voyage carvings and the 
most unusual seaman’s chests ever 
seen. He is, of course, a New Eng- 
lander. 


Down Pennsylvania way, the grey- 
beard’s rule-of-thumb ascription al- 
ways includes the word Dutch. The 
wrongs committed in that name som- 
ersault the deepest buried settler un- 
der the oldest Pennsylvania sod. 


The Landis brothers, two venerable, 
respected deans of the ancient and 
honorable order of museum mechan- 
ics, (and anyone who knows of the 
multitude of measured recognitions 
that focus their eyes and guide their 
eareful, skilled fingers, will realize 
that this is sincere tribute) are said 
to have christened the dishes whose 
decoration is a cross between a fried 
egg garnished with parsley, water- 
cress and nasturtium leaves, and a 
noble sunrise. They have commented 
that if they named Gaudy Dutch, the 
words were used by them inadver- 
tently, and seized upon by a listener. 
Until Mr. Henry K. Landis, Engineer 
of Mines, who was a college profes- 
sor and editor of professional engi- 
neering magazines, and his brother 
George D. Landis, Civil Engineer, 
founders of the Landis Valley Muse- 
um near Lancaster, Pa., gave this 
china its name, and positively assert- 
ed that its making could not be 
ascribed to a potter resident in Penn- 
sylvania, Gaudy Dutch was usually 
ignored in the catagory of unknown 


pottery wares. Every now and then 
a daring innocent ascribed it to a 
mythical pre-Revolutionary potter. 
From the day the Landis brothers 
said something like, “Well, it’s cer- 
tainly gaudy for Dutch!” the collec- 
tors and dealers have had the words 
for it. 

Gaudy Dutch is soft paste English 
porcelain, and for the period in which 
it was made is mighty poor impracti- 
cal ware. Its body does not withstand 
casual handling or frequent washing. 
Three-fourths of the decoration is 
over the glaze, and easily scratches, 
flakes, crazes and wears. The glaze 
of soft paste china scratches easily, 
and the body underneath so exposed 
is easily abraded. The lady who after 
declaring she never bought an an- 
tique she could not use, and 
thereupon asked me to find her a table 
setting of the most interesting 
Gaudy Dutch dishes, adding that she 
especially liked old covered vegetable 
dishes and tureens, “and these must 
be perfect,” made me as speechless as 
I made her when I said, “Six cups 
and saucers may cost three hundred 
dollars and small plates fetch thirty 
dollars each.” Only tea sets including 
cup plates and eoffee pots have been 
found; no odd pieces, salt-cellars, 
toby jugs, toilet bowls or pitchers. 

A stranger story, a more paradoxi- 
cal lot of facts would be difficult to 
collect. More fascinating china, more 
difficult to collect, is also not easy to 
designate. 

Gaudy Dutch china is light in the 
hands as you hold it. It seems warm 
rather than cool to the touch. Often 
the ware is thin, but often too it is 
thicker than Adams’ Red Rose or the 
unknown maker’s King’s’ Rose, 
though I think the Woods made the 
latter. Salopian generdily is thinner 
than Gaudy Dutch. I emphasize, 
however, that the thickness of Gaudy 
Dutch and its translucence; which de- 
pends upon weight and thickness, 
both vary widely. This comparison is 
for weight only. Though Adams’ 
Rose is evidently a mass produced

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tableware, and it is therefore found 
more frequently than any of the 
others, Salopian was not a potter’s 
purely speculative venture nor was 
King’s Rose. I think Gaudy Dutch 
may have been. 

The body of Gaudy Dutch is white, 
but not the brilliant white of undrift- 
ed snow, or the pure white that a 
painter gets by adding just enough 
blue to white lead. This white is cal- 
led by some faint bluish, by others 
very light gray bluish, but I dodge 
by saying its color is like that of Sal- 
opian and King’s Rose, but not so pure 
as Adam’s Rose. On the other hand 
the color is nothing like as blue as 
that of the thin salt glazed “china” 
made in the mid 1700’s by Stafford- 
shire potters trying to make porce- 
lain as good as the Chinese. And 
Gaudy Dutch body in color is unlike 
Oriental porcelain, and Worcester, 
Dresden, or Sevres, as it is unlike in 
most other qualities. 

Usually that part of the decoration 
of a Gaudy Dutch piece that is blue 
or tones of blue is painted under the 
glaze. I have never seen Gaudy 
Dutch with any other’ color under 
glaze, and I have not been able to 
authenticate any contrary report. 
All other colors, the red that is so 
softly applied that it suggests what 
may very well be so, that a stencil 
was used in this over glaze decora- 
tion and the color applied with a 
piece of plush, the infrequent touches 
of yellow, the shades of green often 
of enamel weight that so often lack 
lustrous tones—all are over glaze. 


One of the great advantages given 
to the painter of soft paste porcelain 
is that the comparatively low firing 
temperature required to fuse the cal- 
cined bone that is a principal in- 
gredient with a siliceous material, 
permits painting on the unfired body 
or the fired biscuit. The result when 
colors so painted fuse with the final 
glaze is an incomparable brilliance, 
not unlike that of the colors of old 
polychrome Majolica and Delft. How 
deep, brilliant and effective a soft 
paste underglaze color can be is 
shown by the blue of Gaudy Dutch. 
This blue painting may have been on 
a fired body, that is on biscuit, but 
I think not. The same brilliance of 
combined colors and glaze is seen in 
Gaudy Ironstone, and in the late, real- 
ly modern Allerton ware that is often 
miscalled Gaudy Dutch Ironstone. 

_ Why did the unknown maker sacri- 
fice the possibility of great beauty 
and the added utility of underglaze 
colors which are at least as perma- 
nent as the glaze? Too easy is the 
response that he wanted to use cheap 
woman and child labor so plentiful in 
the Staffordshire potteries district. 
Decoration on the glaze can be easily 
removed, unskilled painters could be 
used, and their mistakes could be eas- 
ily corrected. Here a warning to 
owners occurs to me. Do not use 
paint or enamel cleaner, alcohol, 
paint remover, ammonia, or any of 
those patented glass cleaners on 
Gaudy Dutch ware. Over glaze de- 
coration will vanish in a chemical 
bath. Clean with mild soap. Discol- 
oration or dulling of Gaudy Dutch 
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soft paste is usually permanent. 

I was not there, 1820 to 1851, when 
Gaudy Dutch was suggested to a 
Staffordshire potter (pieces have 
been found impressed “Riley’”) either 
by his own cupidity or his own in- 
trepid love of trying something new, 
or what is likely by an American 
dealer in crockery. But a little ima- 
gination, much study of all that has 
been written on the times and especi- 
ally on the pottery of those days, and 
a dash or two of common sense lead 
to these paragraphs. My speculating 
mind in relation to china never for- 
gets the astonishing opinion of the 
great Greek scholar, Mr. Gilbert Mur- 
ray, who wrote, “The song the sirens 
sang ‘when they lured Ulysses may 
yet be known to some inquisitive 
mind.” 

There always was a close connec- 
tion between the graphic arts and the 
Staffordshire potters. The greatest 
boon to the production of inexpensive 
tableware, next to the perfection of 
cream ware and of English semi- 
china, was the discovery of transfer 
printing. The potters made every 
copper plate in any English printer’s 
hands a possible decorative asset. 
The potter was a lucrative outlet for 
extra use of one of the printer’s and 
publisher’s most expensive invest- 
ments, his plates. We know that 
British patents were granted in the 
early 1800’s for the application of 
lithography to pottery decoration and 
that use of lithographic plates by pot- 
ters was frequent. Both one color 
lithography with hand application of 
other colors, often with stencils, and 
chromolithography were coming into 
wide use by 1830. What more likely 
than attempts by potters to utilize 
the new, interesting and popular 
graphic processes? The control of 
registration of plates so that colors 
applied one after the other will print 
precisely is even today difficult. In 
the adaptation of lithography to 
pottery decoration, the difficulty of 
registration of successive color plates 
was not overcome, in so far as I have 
been able to discover, until some 
time in the 1890’s. But as in the col- 
oring of Currier lithographs, hand 
coloring of a print from, a basic litho- 
graph plate was only a matter of 
moderate persistance with even un- 
skilled fingers. I think the soft, lush 
tones of color that collectors of 
Gaudy Dutch admire may ‘well have 
been the result of printing with one 
lithograph transfer and stencilling of 
the overglaze flowers and larger 
leaves, and brush work with enamel 
of the lesser elements. 

All of the many variant’ designs 
that are called Gaudy Dutch are 
asymmetrical. All are the height of 
non-geometrical design, except that 
very occasionally the border of a 
plate is a repetitive pattern transfer 
printed. All the designs dodge even 
a suggestion of a single realistic 
element that would require absolute 
accuracy of delineation. None of the 
flowers is naturalistic. What I may 
choose to call carnation, another as 
justly calls chrysanthemum. Sunflow- 
er, strawflower, double rose, single 
rose—all are flowers of the imagina- 
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tion, and on different specimens often 
vary considerably. As for “oyster,” 
“war bonnet,” and “butterfly”’— 
these names are better than none, 
but what is any of them called when 
as happens every element except the 
identifying is present, or the oyster 
resembles a blunted peacock’s feath- 
er, the bonnet is more like a tam-o- 
shanter and the butterfly has no 
body? You use your imagination, of 
course, and to me that is the great- 
est quality of Gaudy Dutch. Its very 
existance defies everything realistic. 
And I think that was exactly as the 
potter’s artistic advisor planned it. 

One variation is worth a warning: 
Sometimes the green seems to have 
crazed so badly that a past owner has 
removed all of it and with some 
chemical erased every trace of such 
decoration. Pieces so altered are not 
worthless, but they are not very val- 
uable. Also the crazed painting is 
sometimes restored, and this sort of 
manipulation, though innocently in- 
augurated turns out, if the restored 
pieces get back into the stream of 
buying and selling, to be a species of 
forgery. I emphasize that there is ab- 
solutely no relation between reality 
and the pattern names commonly ac- 
cepted and necessary in the handling 
of Gaudy Dutch. The potter’s artist 
had no oyster, war bonnet or specific 
flower in mind when he laid out the 
decoration. The terms are trade jar- 


gon and convenient, and generally ac- | 


cepted. 

Every now and then some owner of 
Allerton late polychrome ironstone, 
or earlier ironstone, not possessing 
the distinctive decoration of early 
Gaudy Ironstone, feels that the words 
gaudy and Dutch are likely to help 
him describe his wares. If the word 
gaudy is not capitalized, and the coin- 
ed uncapitalized word “dutchy” is 
used, the seller is sure to avoid 
troublesome correspondence and re- 
turn of pottery he has unconsciously 
described wrongly. Further my ex- 
perience is that all polychrome iron- 
stone is: in demand, and an owner 
who takes the trouble to describe his 
particular kind carefully will sell it to 
a buyer glad to add it to his collec- 
tion. 

The glaze of Gaudy Dutch is usual- 
ly smooth and transparent, and it has 
none of the pits always present in 
even the best madé salt glaze ware. 
Further the glaze of Gaudy Dutch 
is flat rather than brilliant, except 
over the under glaze blue. The de- 
coration differs from polychrome 
ironstones of the same time because 
the blue, red and green are all promi- 
nent in Gaudy Dutch, and there nev- 
er is any flowing of the blue under 
glaze, and lustre was never added to 
enhance Gaudy Dutch, but is an ef- 
fective decorative element in Gaudy 
Ironstone, in a few polychrome iron- 
stones and in Allerton late gaudy 
semi-vitreous ware. The large blue 
conventional leaf that is an effective 
Gaudy Dutch element is also used in 
much polychrome ironstone and in 
gaudy Allerton. 

In the last two years, the demand 
for Gaudy Ironstone has increased

tremendously. A sugar bowl in the 
strawberry variant that sold for 
$12.50 in 1946 was sold by another 
owner in 1947 for $22. I used to find 
pieces of Gaudy Ironstone for from 
two to five dollars each. Today I see 
one-tenth as much, and prices are 
five times greater. I offer it as my 
opinion that the demand for Gaudy 
Dutch readily absorbs all pieces in 
good condition, that more collectors 
are interested in Gaudy Ironstone 
than ever before, and that gaudy Al- 
lerton, despite the fact that quanti- 
ties are found unsold now and then 
in department stores, is not decreas- 
ing in price, even though some of 
this ware is not 25 years old. 

Is Gaudy Dutch “peasant ware’? 
Was it made especially to be sold to 
the Pennsylvania Dutch? My opinion 
is that the answer is positively ““Né!” 
to both questions. The experiment in 
decoration that resulted in Gaudy 
Dutch was not successful. No so- 
phisticated housekeeper of the 1840’s 
would have bought this ware for use, 
and those were not the days of cabi- 
net chinaware. Gaudy Dutch is in the 
tradition of attempts of Stafford- 
shire potters to imitate Chinese por- 
celain. Its asymmetry must have 
been suggested by the wonderfully 
free styie of Chinese porcelain. Its 
disregard of perspective, of realistic 
relation of elements of the design, 
and illogical handling of the entire 
color scheme suggest the wonderful- 
ly simple artistic ability of the Chi- 
nese. 


Gaudy Dutch was not made in tre- 
mendous quantities, for not enough 
remains, even taking into considera- 
tion its perishability. It was not 
made for hotel use, and hotels were 
the largest purchasers, 1820 to 1890, 
of Staffordshire ‘wares. If it was ever 
stocked by one of the large whole- 
salers in the Atlantic seaboard towns, 
every record has been lost. How was 
Gaudy Dutch merchandised, as mod- 
ern jargon puts it? I think it was 
“remaindered” from the outset, that 
all of it was bought by an American 
speculator, wise enough to realize 
that its superficial resemblances to 
Oriental china made it exactly the 
sort of dishes peddlers would buy to 
sell to rural innocents, ignorant out- 
landers, and children of nature who 
would not resist its really wonderful 
array of color. Gaudy Dutch, once re- 
jected by the sophisticate and the 
well to do, now has its inning. The 
“peddlers” of today find their way 
with a few pieces to the doors of the 
wealthy and to the collector who buys 
the antiques he fancies first and 
worries about groceries after the 
-_ stores have closed for the week- 
end. 

In HOBBIES for September 1943, 
Mr. Sam Laidacker has an article on 
Gaudy Dutch and Ironstone, with 
photographs.. Imagine as you look at 
the representations of these dishes, 
the brilliant blue of early Berlin and 
Worcester, the redeof Nankin, the 
green of polychrome majolica, and 
touches of chrome yellow, and you 
will have the beginning of a visuali- 
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zation of the polyphony of Gaudy 
Dutch. In fact, I recommend concen- 
tration on these photographs. The 
prices Mr. Laidacker quotes are now 
out of date! The hope of most of us 
is that in a high pile of plates in 
some second-hand shop or at an auc- 
tion, we may find one of these ef- 
fulgent paradoxes of Staffordshire 
pottery. As we sort over these 
dishes, the points to remember are: 
light weight for the size and thick- 
ness, warmth rather than coolness in 
the hands, that soft paste off-white 
glaze, and Gaudy Dutch is not a semi- 
vitreous ware and has no touches of 
lustre.

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should be listed, with a note if there 
is room maybe, but listed so that the 
collector, for whose aid the catalog is 
supposed to be printed, will know the 
facts of issue, use, current value (if 
any) and the usual data of type, 
perforation, paper and ‘watermark, 


And postal use is the thing that 
establishes “legitimacy”. Not the 
opinion of a man, or a group, or an 
unfriendly country, or the catalog 
editor. 


And, to make it less controversial, 
any one, any group, can refuse to 
purchase. That is their own business, 
because it is their money that settles 
the dealers bill. But, dropping out 
an issue on the opinion of some who 
do not like commercialism, issues for 
profit, cornered issues, and similar 
left handed grabs, is a damage to the 
collector at large and being as how he 
is the one the catalog is for (so they 
claim, anyway) why should he be re- 
gimented, directed, slapped down and 
pushed around? Why shouldn’t he 
know the whole story, and if the is- 
sue is known postally used, why 
should he not have the details. 

As to buying it, that is his hunt, 
and done with his money. Also, just 
to make it evident that some of the 
general collectors do not appreciate 
being thought for, told off and 
treated as kindergartners, here is a 
letter, in part. 

‘We have been euchered out of many 
good things by omissions, tentative list- 
ings, ganged-up directional opinions and 
plain inability, or maybe I should say 
dumbness. The list is long, everything 
from the Columbian contract air stuff to 
Philippines O. B, and a lot between, but 
plenty listed just as bad, if that is the 
word. And those include Egypts jobbed 
stuff and Britain’s Barbuda and a lot 
more, similar and pretty thin, but ac- 
cepted.

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NUMISMATIC THOUGHTS

Letter Size 


Beginners are often confused with 
the classification terms “large let- 
ters” — “small letters”; and “large 
dates” — “small dates” and wonder 
why the letters and figures should be 
larger or smaller on coins of the 
same denomination and date, and why 
the difference should affect the re- 
spective premium values. If an old 
die becomes useless from. wear and a 
new die is cut, sometimes the new 
die does not follow the same sized 
letters and figures as the discarded 
one, thus producing a new type, the 
premium value of each type depend- 
ing on the comparative number of 
coins struck from the old and the new 
die. The difference in the sizes being 
very noticeable, these types might be 
termed “regular”. The term “semi- 
regular” might be applied to those — 
like the 1858 Flying Eagle cent — in 
which the old die is merely a re-cut. 
Of the 1858 cent Mr. Clement G. 
Noyes in an article in HOBBIES of 
1940 said:—“Late in 1858 the legend 
“United States of America” showed 
considerable wear necessitating the 
re-cutting of the die at that point. 
The re-cutting had a tendency to 
make the words slightly smaller and 
collectors consider a specimen of each 
cent of 1858, the one with the large 
legend and the one with the smaller 
or re-cut legend, necessary for com- 
pleteness.” 


Beginners should watch their step 
and consult their statistics before 
buying a purported “large” or 
“small” lettered or dated coin, be- 
cause some curb-stone speculators 
“manufacture” them. When a coin 
first comes from a brand new die the 
letters and figures are sharp and 
clear cut; if these are flattened by 
hand it gives them an appearance of 
being larger, and a novice could eas- 
ily be convinced they were “regular”.

The Famous Holey 
Dollar of Australia 


The Holey (not Holy) or ring coin 
of Australia is a Who’s Who in the 
gallery of the world’s famous coin 
celebrities. It not only played its 
part in early Australian history, but 
also in the world’s monetary history. 


Holey coins in fine condition are now 
rarities and command a price of 
around $50.00 to $75.00. 

David M. Bullowa, who offered one 
in one of his auction sales, gives us a 
brief history of this famous Holey 
dollar. He says that in Australia, at 
the time, as in most of the world the 
Spanish milled dollar was the most 
used currency. In Australia they 
changed hands at quite a premium 
and in 1812 they were usually valued 
at one shilling over their face value 
and could not therefore circulate in 
Australia where the legal value was 
five shillings. Therefore the simplest 
method was to mutilate the coin mak- 
ing them worthless for export. Late 
in November 1812 a large quantity of 
these dollars arrived in Australia 
from India and the Holey dollar was 
manufactured from the Spanish Mil- 
led Dollar at that time by authority 
of the governor. The center part or 
the Spanish colonial coin ‘was cut out 
and around the inner rim was stamp- 
ed NEW SOUTH WALES 1813. The 
reverse was stamped FIVE SHIL- 
LINGS. The centerpiece or dump was 
stamped NEW SOUTH WALES 1813 
and upon the reverse FIFTEEN 
PENCE. It will thus be seen that a 
profit was made in this operation. 
Because of its rarity the coin was 
widely counterfeited in recent times.

Miniature Monuments 


The history of epochal events, and 
the biographies of our world leaders 
are perpetuated by age-defying mon- 
uments. These monuments keep ever 
fresh the memories of historic events 
and the crusading leaders that have 
shaped the destinies — ever upward 
and onward — of civilization.

ion by a Numismatic Monument. Cer- 
tain English coins struck at that 
time have the initials SS C. The av- 
erage collector would dismiss the 
S S C as mint marks, or as initials 
of the designer of the coin. But a 
thousand years hence some historian 
will “read” these coins, and reading, 
discover that the S S C stands for 
the South Sea Company, and re- 
searching further will save the 
world’s most famous Get-rich-quick 
scheme from an un-marked grave. 
Much history is recorded on numis- 
matic miniature monuments. Read 
your coins.

Our “Trade” With 
New Zealand 


Did we trade our “Shinplasters” to 
New Zealand for its “Rags”; did New 
Zealand give the nick-name “Rag 
Pickers” to our paper money collec- 
tors? Allan Sutherland, one of New 
Zealand’s foremost numismatists, 
author, lecturer and authority on 
Australasia currency, in his latest 
book, Numismatic History of New 
Zealand, says:— The fact that priv- 
ate traders found it necessary them- 
selves to issue paper notes in denom- 
inations below five shillings suggests 
at the outset, at least, FitzRoy notes 
were not issued for values below five 
shillings. The private paper notes 
were issued for small change, re- 
deemable mostly in “Five Shillings, 
in Government Debentures.” Both 
the debentures and the private notes 
were issued on poor paper, and soon 
became known as “Government 
Rags” and “Shinplasters” respective- 
ly. The term “Shinplaster” for paper 
money appears to have come to New 
Zealand from America, via New 
South Wales. In the latter Colony 
the issue of paper money of a de- 
nomination lower than twenty shil- 
lings was prohibited in 1826 to pro- 
mote the circulation of sterling in- 
stead of colonial currency, and this 
prohibition was welcomed by the 
people as “preventing the Colony be- 
ing inundated ‘with Beggarly Rags” 
and dollar and half-dollar notes “used 
as a paltry contrivance to evade pay- 
ment of debt”, vide “The Australi- 
an”, 19-July-1826.

In the early years 
of this century, Maurice Zolotow in 
COSMOPOLITAN tells us, an Anti- 
Tipping Society was formed protest- 
ing the custom. Some New Yorkers 
struck off tin tokens on which was 
stamped “Tipping is begging” and 
“Get yourself paid by your employ- 
er,” and gave them out as tips in lieu 
of real money. These protest tokens, 
if any were saved, would now make 
very interesting and welcome visitors 
to a token branch of a numismatic 
collection.

Maundy Money—Coins struck an- 
nually by the Royal Family of Eng- 
land for the Maundy alms in celebra- 
tion of Maundy Thursday in memory 
of the Last Supper. There is some 
uncertainty. as to the proper pro- 
nounciation of the word Maundy, each 
collector pronouncing it according io 
his own pronuncio. Frank Colby in 
his “Take My Word For It” says it 
is from an old French word Mande, 
meaning a command. The English 
were unable to pronounce Mande be- 
cause of the nasal sound in the first 
syllable, so they changed the spelling 
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to Mounde, which finally became 
Maundy, with the pronunciation of 
MAWN-dee.

Is it sending bad money after good 
stamps or sending good money after 
bad stamps? A news report from 
Heidelberg Germany, July 21, says:— 
Fearing depreciation of the mark, 
many Germans are investing in pos- 
tage stamps of the occupation, and as 
a result several varieties of the new 
issue are difficult to obtain at post 
offices and have become, at the mom- 
ent, ordinary collector’s rarities.

8131-1897, the German postmaster- 
general who, according to the reich- 
post, was the founder of the world 
postal union.—Frank C. Ross.

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RECOLLECTIONS OF AN OLD COLLECTOR 


By THOMAS L. ELDER 


A $100, Old 
Bank Note Cashed 


Today there are quite a few collec- 
tors of bank notes, of the period from 
1815 to 1865. Most have been out- 
lawed, but some are good, and bank- 
ers in some cases, regard it as an 
honorable thing to redeem them. 


The writer was agreeably surpris- 
ed to receive a check for $100 several 
years ago for an 1864 note on the 
bank at Waterbury, Conn. Remember 
this was no U. S. note. The New 
York City Bank has old dates dating 
back to about 1815. Whether they 
have cashed any of these, I do not 
know. The late Col. Green had a big 
collection of old bank notes. I have 
had thousands. The “busted ones” 
are sometimes beautiful notes, and 
some may be had for as little as 50 
cents. 


Recently many new collectors en- 
tered the field, and at the present 
time many of these notes sell for 
more than face value. Many are rare. 
The old bank of Monmouth, N. J., $1, 
$8, and $5 notes are examples. 
These do not picture the notable 
battle between the British and Amer- 
icans, fought on a torrid 28th of 
June, 1778. This battle, somewhat of 
a draw, was fought between Clinton’s 
and Washington’s armies. The Brit- 
ish had left Valley Forge quarters 
for New York, after paying dearly in 
killed and wounded. Some of the 
notes of that time depict such battles. 


There are thousands of interesting 
old notes, some of them still obtaina- 
ble for a very moderate price. The 
ranks of paper money collectors are 
growing. Paper money is easily 
housed, and a simple way to add to 
your enjoyment of it, is to mount it 
carefully in a book.

History For 50 Cents 


A nice copper coin showing the 
head of the son of Louis XV, once 
ruler of a part of America, may be 
had for 50 cents. It was he who pro- 
tected Mmes. La Pompadour and Du 
Barry. The latter lost her head on 
the scaffold in 1759. 


Louis XVI, husband of Marie An- 
toinette, gave three million to Ameri- 
ca to carry on her war in 1776. He 
was taken and imprisoned in 1793 by 
Revolutionists, and lost his head. It 
is a shame that America should have 
allowed his ignominous death along 
with many others who fought for us 
in that war. Isn’t it wonderful that 
a well preserved coin ‘with his head 
can be had today for so little? These 
are only two of numerous historical 
numismatic treasures awaiting collec- 
tors for a very little investment.

Succession 


Coin collectors seem to be born, 
not made. 1 have known personally 
but two American numismatists 
whose sons also became ardent coin 
collectors. Both of the noted Chap- 
mans had sons, but they showed only 
cursory or business interest in coins. 
The elder Clapp, at the H. P. Smith 
sale in 1906, bid up the 1822 Half 
Eagle to $2165.00. His son, John 
Clapp, showed a keen interest and 
kept on collecting actively at the big 
sales after the death of his father. 
Chas. M. Wormser seemed to inherit 
the tastes of Moritz, his father. Out- 
side of these, I know of no others. 


My early life was hard, and I 
grasped at any chance for coins. 
Poor, I collected tin tobacco tags at 
nine. The start in coins came at 13. 
My father had a few, not a collection. 
The other children were interested in 
other subjects, so it was a struggle

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A Rare “Stocking” Find 


Mr. E. C. Carson of Texas found 
a very interesting numismatic speci- 
men while going through a “stock- 
ing” collection given him by his fath- 
er, a relic of the Spanish-American 
war, a war bond of 1898. After pass- 
ing through two World Wars, the 
Remember-The-Maine war is like an 
almost forgotten memory, and this 
makes a war bond of that short con- 
flict all the more interesting. War 
bonds are not actually money, but 
the two are so closely allied that 
coin collectors treat them. like kin- 
folks. Bonds are to paper money 
what tokens are to coins. Mr. Carson 
says his Spanish-American war bond 
is for $20, issued August 1, 1898, 
signed by J. W. Lyons, Registrar of 
the Treasury, size 13x22%, and 
printed on the same paper as that of 
U.S. currency. There are 80 coupons 
all intact, the last due date in 1918. 
The engraving is beautiful on both 
sides of the bond, colored in green, 
black and gold. In addition to the 
above bond, the “stocking” collec- 
tion contains twenty $5. denomina- 
tion War Savings Certificate Stamps, 
‘series of 1918. 

Get out that old “stocking” collec- 
tion of yours, dust off the mildew, 
and maybe you will find some numis- 
matic relics left you by some veteran 
relative of the Spanish-American 
war.

Hernando DeSoto 


The footsteps of Hernando De Soto, 
discoverer of the Mississippi and the 
first white man to penetrate the 
eastern interior of the United States, 
were traced a few years ago after 
studies extending over two decades by 
Dr. John R. Swanton, Smithsonian 
Institution ethnologist. 


Dr. Swanton’s report, in which he 
describes the findings of himself and 
his fellow commission members, were 
issued by Congress as an official doc- 
ument and constitutes one of the 
most painstaking and thorough re- 
constructions of a difficult chapter in 
American history yet attempted. 

Following this work very few 
points concerning De Soto’s epically 
tragic expedition, over mountains 
and through wilderness and swamp in 
futile search for a fabled El Dorado, 
remain seriously in dispute. Con- 
cerning some localities and dates, 
however, it is impossible to come to 
an altogether final conclusion from 
the slender evidence available. 

During the four centuries that 
have passed since the Spanish cap- 
tain landed on the Florida coast and 
undertook his expedition into the in-

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been close to De Soto himself, and 
they could hardly be expected to have 
remembered accurately minute de- 
tails. The third, very brief, is by an 
unknown author but bears the ear- 
marks of having been an official re- 
port on the expedition. It found its 
way into the Spanish archives as 
such. Of all the sources, this is the 
only one of which the original manu- 
script exists. The fourth is the diary 
of De Soto’s secretary, Rodrigo Ran- 
jel, the manuscript of which has dis- 
appeared but most of which was pre- 
served in a book written by the con- 
temporary historian Oviedo. Thus it 
might seen that the De Soto story 
was well documented. But, it must 
be remembered, the expedition mov- 
ed through an unmapped and un- 
known country and among Indians, 
many of them hostile, speaking a 
variety of languages which the 
soldiers did not understand. Names 
of rivers, towns, etc., as well as dates, 
differ from one source to another. 


Dr. Swanton concludes his report 
with a tribute to De Soto himself: 
“We are paying tribute to an enter- 
prise which has important historic, 
ethnologic, and archaeologic mean- 
ings for the people of the United 
States as a whole. * * * Weare paying 
tribute also to an enterprise ‘which, 
in spite of its coarser aspects, did not 
lack something of knightly charac- 
ter, a theater for the display of real 
virtues albeit virtues of the sterner 
and harsher type. And this tribute 
we are paying not only to the cus- 
todians of the obsolescent chivalric 
system of Europe but to their equal- 
ly heroic opponents. 

“In the leader of the expedition we 
have no Galahad, but one ‘who, by the 
standards of his time and country, 
compared favorably with Cortez, 
Pizarro, and other similar leaders. 
His courage was unquestioned, his 
skill tested over and over again in 
the most difficult situations, and the 
cruelties in which he, like all of his 
contemporaries, indulged appear al- 
most always to have been motivated 
by supposed military necessity rather 
than the enjoyment of suffering for 
itself. 

“De Soto, when dying far from 
home as a disappointed, disillusioned, 
and financially ruined man, could not 
have foreseen that his passing in 
what was destined to be the heart 
of one of the world’s greatest na- 
tions, and his burial beneath the 
waters of the grandest of Nortn 
America’s rivers, would give him a 
place in the world’s history far more 
assured than if he had discovered the 
fabled El Dorado.”

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TREE DATA 


Those who love trees and collect 
data about them, have their own fav- 
orites as a rule, and so does Clarence 
I, Browne of Texas. 


Browne, who has almost 200 speci- 
mens of trees planted near his home, 
seems to like all types, but he 
has declared his favorite to be the 
beautiful mimosa tree with its featn- 
er-like leaves and clusters of pink 
and yellow blossoms. He has 50 
growing specimens of this tree. 

The tree, full-grown, is approxi- 
mately 25 feet high, 18 inches in di- 
ameter and has a spread of 60 feet. 
The mimosa is a member of the pea 
family, although some describe it as 
the silk tree, and in Cairo where it 
lines the streets and boulevards it is 
known as the beard of Pasha, so 
named for an old Oriental ruler. Its 
original home was in East India, and 
it was distributed throughout the 
world by the nature lover Albrizzia. 


Some of the advantages that this 
tree has to offer, according to Mr. 
Browne are: its long blooming period, 
resists droughts, grows rapidly, can 
fight diseases, and its fragrant blos- 
soms appeal to man as well as hum- 
ming birds and bees. 

Another tree that has gained speci- 
al favor with Browne is the jaboiti- 
caba, which grows to a height of 30 
to 40 feet, and has a round-headed 
top about 380 feet across. It bears 
fruit about the size, shape and flavor 
of a Concord grape, but having a 
thicker skin. In the markets of Mon- 
tevideo, Rio de Janeiro, Bahia and 
other South American cities, juice of 
the fruit is popular as a drink. 

The Cuban avocado tree is another 
of Browne’s favorites. It contains a 
height of 60 feet and its fruit is very 
large. The linden is another tree 
especially favored, although the hot 
summer sun of Texas requires that it 
be sheltered from the sun and water- 
ed often.

New Deer 


New types of deer in temperate 
North America have been found in 
recent years by scientists and ex- 
plorers of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, 


One of the most notable is the Car- 
men Mountain deer, found in the high 
mountains of northern Coahuila in 
Mexico. For years Texas hunters 
have recognized that the deer in this 
region differed noticeably from those 
found in their home state. They are 
drab-colored animals without the con- 


‘row, highly arched brain case. 
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spicuous blackish tint of the upper 
side of the tail found in most other 
Virginia deer varieties. They have 
moderately spreading antlers with 
much shorter and smaller tines. The 
antlers also have a distinctive cres- 
cent or basket shape. The back color- 
ing of this deer is a general mixture 
of blackish brown and drab gray, the 
the banded hairs producing a griz- 
zled effect. The top of the head and 
the face is similar to the back but 
more finely grizzled. The type spec- 
imens were sent to Washington by 
two Dallas hunters, Ted and Joseph 
M. Dealey and are being preserved 
at the National Museum. 

Another striking subspecies is the 
Dakota deer, the type specimen of 
which actually was collected on a 
government exploring expedition of 
the Upper Missouri and Yellowstone 
Rivers in 1856, but has hitherto re- 
mained undifferentiated. It is a 
very large deer, compared to the 
average of the species, with heavy, 
moderately spreading antlers and 
short tines. Specimens of the vari- 
ety, Goldman and Kellogg point out, 
can now be found in wild life refuges 
in North Dakota and checked against 
the old specimen. 

On Hilton Head Island off the 
coast of South Carolina is a smaller 
subspecies of the Virginia deer which 
is especially notable, zoologists have 
recently found, because of its nar- 
This 
brain variation probably has been the 
result of many generations in such a 
restricted enviroment. Nothing is yet 
known which would distinguish its 
general behavior from that of the or- 
dinary Virginia deer. 

On Blackbeard Island in McIntosh 
County, Ga., still another smaller sub- 
species with black face and ears, was 
found. It seems to have acquired 
something of the facial character- 
istics of the famous pirate whose 
name is given to the island. It has 
a decidedly smaller skull and flatter 
antlers than the generally recognized 
Virginia deer. 

The Florida Everglades has yield- 
ed the Seminole deer, a large sub- 
species of the Virginia deer family 
with notably short hair, short ears 
and hind feet, and narrowly spread- 
ing antlers. From Bulls Island, near 
Charleston, S. C., there is still anoth- 
er subspecies similar in general to 
both the Hilton Island and Black- 
beard Island deer but with differences 
in taxonomic details which account 
for its scientific separation. 

Decidedly smaller than the gener- 
ally recognized Virginia deer is a 
subspecies the prototype of which was 
collected some years ago on Hunting 
Island off the South Carolina coast. 
Its back is described as a coarsely 
grizzled mixture of pinkish buff and 
brownish black. Its face is gray with 
whitish markings around the eyes. 
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From the high mountains of the 
Sierra Madre Oriental in southwest- 
ern Tamaulipas, Mexico, has come a 
medium-sized snuff-brown deer with 
grizzled face. It was first col- 
lected by a Biological Survey explor- 
ing expedition 42 years ago but was 
not then recognized as a_ separate 
subspecies. 

A mountaineer deer was obtained 
from an altitude of 9,500 feet in the 
mountains 15 miles west of the city 
of Oaxaco, Mexico. It is of medium 
size but with forward-curved antlers 
and distinctive coat markings. The 
list of new deer is concluded with a 
pinkish buff animal collected in 
northern Vera Cruz. It differs from

Bible Collection Now 
University Possession 


A recent edition of the Kansas 
City, Mo., Star describes a most in- 
teresting Bible collection now owned 
by Baker University at Baldwin, 
Kansas. The collection was formed 
by the late Bishop William Alfred 
Quayle. Like the true connoisseur 
the Bishop had a feeling for books 
and bindings. When he had bought 
a Latin Bible which had belonged to 
Robert Browning, he wrote of it: 


“The pages are cut in a most ex- 
ecrable manner, showing the depth 
of the depravity of many a binder. 
But on the title page of the volume 
in that neat, copperplate hand char- 
acteristic of Poet Browning, is writ- 
ten ‘Robert Browning,’ and this gives 
to the whole volume a lyric note quite 
beyond expression. And that I, 
dweller in the Western Hemisphere, 
should have secured this volume from 
an English bookshelf as against the 
world of buyers, is to me a wonder

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coupled with a deep delight—a de- 
light deeper than the wonder. The 
Robert Browning Bible was published 
in London in the year 1656 and the 
date is of interest because it was 
printed in the time of Cromwell.” 

Along with this Bible is the family 
Bible of Robert Louis Stevenson, 
which has the autograph of Steven- 
son’s grandmother and a bookplate 
“From the library of Robert Louis 
Stevenson at Vailima.” Bishop Quayle 
wrote of this Bible: 

“This volume, from the library of 
a man who exemplified the Bible 
spirit and lived through great frail- 
ties of body with great unfrailties” 
(the word is Quayle’s own) “of spirit 
and in the sunniness of the Gospel, 
is valuable chiefly for the association 
with this brave and sweet Christian 
gentleman, Robert Louis Stevenson.” 

The Bishop’s secretary, Harriet Os- 
borne, recalling his hobby said that 
it was his only luxury. 

The Quayle collection has two re- 
prints of the Wycliffe translation of 
the Bible into English, which was 
first made in the year 1880. The 
Quayle reprints were made in 1810 
and in 1880, in London. One of the 
two Tyndale (also spelled Tindale) 
English Bibles in the Quayle collec- 
tion was printed in London in 1550, 
fourteen years after William Tyn- 
dale, the translator, had been pub- 
licly strangled to death and burned 
in Antwerp as a heretic.

the librarian, “there is more politics 
than religion in the history of these 
Bibles.” 

The first edition of the King 
James version of the Bible, printed 
in 1611 and called the “He Bible,” 
because a typographical error in the 
Book of Ruth refers to Ruth as “he” 
instead of “she,” is in the Quayle 
collection. So is the “she” version of 
the same year. There are fifty-three 
cther editions of the King James ver- 
sion of the Bible in the collection. 
A few of them were not bought by 
Bishop Quayle, but were given to the 
collection by other persons after his 
death. 

The Breeches Bible, Too. 

Miles Coverdale’s translation of 
the Bible into English, first made in 
1535, is in the Quayle collection, 
dated 1550. A 1540 Great Bible, a 
Bishop’s Bible, so called because it 
was made by a group of English 
bishops in the days of the Merry 
Monarch, Charles II; and a number 
of Genevan Bibles, commonly called 
“Breeches Bibles” because the trans- 
lator worded it that Adam and Eve 
made thmselves “breeches of fig 
leaves” after Eve’s traffic with the 
serpent, are among the English Bibles 
at Baldwin. 

The Matthews Bible, 1549, has 
notes at the end of chapters, giving 
the translator’s idea of what was 
meant by the writer. Discussing the 
position of women as set forth by 
Chapter 3, First Epistle of St. Peter, 
the translator laid down the law thus 
in his notes: 

“He duelleth according to knowl- 
edge and taketh her as a necessarye 
healper, and not as a bond servante 
or as bond slave. . And if she pe 
not obedient and healpful unto him,

At the entrance to the Bible room 
in the university room is a bronze 
tablet on which is inscribed a para- 
graph of Bishop Quayle’s will. It 
reads: 

“I give and bequeath to Baker 
university my collection of Bibles, 
so that these books illustrative of 
Chirography, printing and the poetry 
of religion may be always before the 
eyes of the students, to the end that 
thereby they may be incited to schol- 
arly love of books, and deep enjoy- 
ment of them, and abiding love to 
God.”

Western Villiage in Miniature 


_ We have seen stories on miniature 
circuses and miniat towns but 
this story of the growth of a minia- 
ture Western village is unusual and 
unique. 

Mrs. Opal Kilmer of Tucson, Ariz., 
has conctructed an entire western 
village with such color and realism 
one expects to see the sheriff and his 
posse rounding the corner any min- 
ute in hot pursuit of the Dalton boys. 
It began as a pastime for Mrs. Kil- 
mer’s ten-year old son Charles, and 
soon Mrs. Kilmer became so interest- 
ed in it that the town is still grow- 
ing. Every spare minute that can be 
eked out of a day’s busy routine is 
spent on the village, and it has grown 
prodigiously. 

The first building, according to true 
western custom, was a saloon with its 
emblem of a black horse on the front 
and real swinging doors. To temper 
damnation with salvation, nearby 
stands a church. Its air of prosperity 
is reminiscent of western pioneer 
churches, lavishly endowed by cattle 
rustlers and outlaws as a salve to 
their consciences, if any. 

In true tradition is the little gen- 
eral store, Where the whole communi- 
ty used to gather on Saturday night 
and discuss their problems. It has 
ample space for groceries, hardware, 
clothing, and notions to supply a 
growing community. 

The village would not be complete 
without the Broken Wheel Cafe. It is 
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a trim log cabin with neatly mortised 
corners, and immediately catches 
your eye with its emblem made of a 
spool with broken spokes protruding. 
Near the hitching post an arresting 
little Mexican sits languorously 
astride a burro. 

The Palace Hotel—for the carriage 
trade—has two stories with an up- 
per veranda and woman in pioneer 
garb descending the outdoor stair- 
case to meet the guests dismounting 
from the stage. Every detail in the 
stage is authentic, even to the cache 
under the driver’s seat for the 
strongbox. 

A Mexican figure, with pancho 
wrapped snugly under his chin, 
lounges lazily against the sheriff’s 
office. The jail in back has windows 
barred evenly with bailing wire. 

Along the Sage Hen Bank and the 
Wells Fargo office, board walks pro- 
tect shoes of patrons from the dust 
of the street. Limpy’s Harness and 
Saddle Shop is ready with supplies 
and repairs for the riders and wag- 
oners. 

The town’s water supply is most 
ingenious. A three foot windmill 
pumps water from a sunken storage 
bucket up to a round tower, from 
whence it flows into a trough with an 
outlet leading back to the bucket, and 
it never fails. 

Into this unusual hobby of Mrs. 
Kilmer’s went many hours of con- 
structive work, but no money. The 
village literally sprang from the 
soil. Adobes two inches long were 
made six at a time in a wooden 
frame and sun dried like real ones. 
The record number of bricks turned 
out in one day was 450.

Notes on The Mauser Magazine Rifle 


(Condensed from an article in Engineering, April 3, 1891 Courtesy, Arthur T. Ward). 
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with the likelihood of rusting the inter- 
ior of the magazine. Should this occur, 
the cartridge holders would not fall out, 
and possibly the feeding spring itself 
would be rendered useless. In the 
Mauser system the cartridges in their 
holder are placed directly over the 
mouth of the magazine, and by pressure 
of the thumb are fed out of the holder 
into the magazine, as will be better 
understood when we come to describe 
the mechanism in detail. The holder falls 
away and ceases to be an element in 
the affair. Thus the Mauser rifle bears 
a resemblance to our own in so far that 
the magazine performs its functions 
unaided by the cartridge holder. The 
latter increases the rapidity with which 
the magazine can be filled, but is not 
essential, for the cartridges can be in- 
serted one at a time, just as in our own 
rifle, with, however, this difference, 
that the operation is far easier. Further, 
the Mauser rifle does not need a cut-off 
to render it a good single loader. The 
soldier may keep his magazine full dur- 
ing the early part of a fight, reloading 
after every shot if he likes, and thus 
preserving his store intact against the 
supreme moment. This cannot be done 
with either the German or Austrian 
rifles; they are only available as single 
loaders when the magazine is empty. 
Neither can a half-empty magazine be 
replenished in them’ without sacrificing 
the cartridges which it contains. Some 
of the distinguishing features of the 
three types are brought into prominence 
in the annexed Table. Of course these 
features are quite independent of the 
methods of which they are are obtained. 
An inventor’s object may be worthy of 
all praise, while the means by which he 
seeks to obtain them may be exceedingly 
bad. A military weapon must always be 
more or less of a compromise between 
what is desirable and what is practically 
possible. In the case of the English 
rifle the aspiraticns of the inventors 
seem to have been in the inverse propor- 
tion to their mechanical ability in giving 
them effect. 

In the articles in the Times on the 
shortcomings of the Lee-Sped rifle, 
great stress was laid on the defects of 
the bolt action as compared with the 
block action. The reason is that the bolt 
distance from the breech than is the 
is usually supported at a much greater 
block, and is hence not so steady under 
the impact of the pressure. By means of 
an instrument designed for the purpose, 
the German Government have been able 
to measure the movements of various 
forms of breech-closing devices, and to 
compare the results with the degree of 
accuracy of fire. These experiments 
have demonstrated that there is an in- 
timate relation between the solidity of 
the breech-block and good shooting. But 
there is no difficulty in obtaining a solid 
closure with a bolt, provided it be held 
at the front end and not at the rear. 
This is the arrangement in the Mauser 
and also in the German rifle. The bolt 
is locked in the chamber of the barrel 
by two lugs only 7/16 in. from its front 
face, and in this respect is better able 
to stand the pressure than is the block of 
the Martini-Henry rifle. The Mauser 
bolt is the equivalent of the interrupted 
screw which is used as the breech-block 
in all large ordnance. 


The construction and mechanism of 
the Mauser magazine rifle is clearly 
shown by the illustration. Fig. 1 shows 
the body of the weapon, with the bolt 
drawn back and the magazine full. Fig. 
2 shows all the parts of the bolt with the 
striker. Fig. 3 is a view of the end of 
the bolt with the extractor. Fig. 4 is a 
separate view of the piece marked f in 
the details. Figs. 5 and 6 show the car- 
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tridges and their holders. Fig? 7 to 1z 
show details. 


The system of loading by means of a 
temporary clip 1s clearly brought out in 
the engravings. The clip itself kK is a 
piece of thin plate steel bent over at its 
edges to form u groove or rebate in which 
the flanges at the bases of the cartridges 
fit. This groove is quite open at either 
end, so that the cartridges are free to 
slide out.' To prevent them chattering 
out during transit, or while in_ the 
soldier’s pouch, a light spring, made of 
a piece of wavy steel ribbon, is laid in 
the bottom of the groove and holds the 
flanges of the cartridges firmly against 
the turned-over edges of the steel strip. 
The whole packet is quite firm and com- 
pact, so that it can be handled without 
the slightest danger of falling apart. But 
if pressure be applied to the cartridges 
in a line parallel to the clip, then they 
can be readily made to slide out of the 
groove. Provision is made in the body 
of the rifle (Figs. 1, 8, and 9) for holding 
the clip perpendicularly, or nearly so 
over the mouth of the magazine in such 
@ position that a moderate pressure ap- 
plied by the thumb to the upper cart- 
ridge will feed the whole of them down- 
wards into their places. The clip is left 
standing, supported at the sides and the 
bottom by the solid metal of the rifle 
body, and held by the elastic pressure 
of the piece f (Figs. 4 and 9). The first 
movement of the bolt (Fig. 7) throws 
out the clip, and the piece f springs 
back into place. 


It is owing to the construction of the 
magazine that this method of feeding 
becomes possible. In the Mauser maga- 
zine the cartridges are pushed in side- 
ways instead of endways, and yet the 
spring does not force them out again as 
soon as the pressure is withdrawn. This 
most convenient arrangement results 
from the construction of the magazine 
i (Fig. 5). The lips are turned over for 
nearly the entire length, but they are 
divided by a straight cut from the sides, 
and are so elastic that they readily 
spring apart to receive a charge. They 
are, however, sufficiently strong not to 
be opened by the elastic pressure which 
forces the cartridges upwards. The base 
of the top cartridge projects above the 
mouth of the magazine sufficiently to be 
caught by the bolt a (Figs. 1, 5, and 7) 
when it is moved forward, forcing the 
point of the bullet up an incline into the 
barrel, and thus springing apart the lips 
of the magazine to allow the cartridge 
to escape from it. 


The magazine itself is exceedingly 
compact, not interfering with the grasp 
of the soldier in firing. The construc- 
tion of its feeding arrangement is seen in 
Figs. 7 and 8. This is formed of two 
leaves, each acted upon by a spring, and 
the upper serving the part of the most 
unsatisfactory platform in the Lee-Speed 
rifle. This feeding arrangement can be 
easily got at for cleaning or repairs. The 
bottom of the magazine is pivotted at its 
rear end, and secured by a screw at its 
forward end (Fig. 7.) If this screw be 
withdrawn a few turns, the bottom of 
the magazine, with the spring attached 
to it, drops down, and a few turns more 
enable the feeder to be detached and 
withdrawn. The screw is still engaged 
for more than half its length in the 
thread, so that there is no likelihood 
of its being dropped and lost. We have 
already said that the magazine is re- 
movable. It is secured by a catch lever 
which takes into a depression in its rear 
end. By pressing on the button which 
comes through the front of the trigger 
guard the catch lever can be withdrawn 
and the magazine liberated. This opera- 
tion ‘can be performed in a few seconds, 
but it is not intended that it shall be 
carried out on the field of battle. The 
bottom and ends of the magazine (Fig. 8) 
are thick and solid, and are capable of 
withstanding a very severe blow, while 
the sides are to a very considerable ex- 
tent protected by the stock. Of course 
any part of the magazine would be irre- 
trievably damaged if struck by a bullet, 
but the same thing is true of the soldier. 


It is impossible not to be struck with 
the great simplicity of the bolt. Apart

handle at one end and two locking lugs 
at the other. These lugs (Figs. 2, 3, 9, 
and 12) slide through two grooves In the 
breech of the gun, and on the bolt being 
rotated lock behind two projections. In 
fact, they constitute an interrupted 
screw. The strain of the explosion is 
thus borne by the base of the bolt and 
the breech of the barrel, and is not 
transmitted through the body. There is 
no loose head to the bolt, and _ conse- 
quently the extractor has to travel partly 
round the base of the cartridge when the 
bolt is turned back after firing. Seeing 
what elaborate pains are taken in the 
Lee-Speed rifle to make the head loose 
in relation to the bolt, and what ob- 
jectional mechanical contrivances are 
submitted to rather than have the bolt 
in one piece, it would certainly seem that 
there are grave objections, founded on 
experience, to. a rotating extractor. On 
the other hand, the fact that one of the 
great military nations in Europe, the 
French, use a rotating extractor, shows 
that they do not share the opinions of 
the British War Office on this point. 
Possibly the difficulties experienced in 
extracting cartridges in the Soudan may 
have Jed our Committee to attach spec- 
ial importance to a non-rotating extrac- 
tor. The choice of the best arrange- 
ment is a matter which must rest upon 
experience; it is quite impossible to de- 
cide from theoretical considerations. It 
is conceivable that an arrangement 
which would be perfectly satisfactory in 
a European war would not serve well for 
our troops, who have to fight principally 
in wild and tropical countries. It would, 
however, be a perfectly easy matter to 
adapt a non-rotating extractor to the 
strong and simple Mauser bolt. The 
Mauser extractor (Figs. 2, 3, and 7) is 
a spring let into the bolt with a hook 
protruding into the recess which receives 
the base of the cartridge. In extracting, 
the handle of the bolt moves along an 
incline h (Figs. 1 and 10) on the body, 
and in doing so it is drawn back about 
Ya in. This motion has the effect of free- 
ing the cartridge, even if it be jammed, 
and while it is taking place the soldier 
has very considerable leverage to aid 
him. The shape of the recess at the end 
of the bolt is worth noticing (Fig. 3), 
for upon it depends the extractor, getting 
hold of the cartridges, which are made 
with a groove round the base, and not 
with the flange which occurs in the 
English pattern. The recess is surround- 
ed by a wall which is partly cut away 
on the lower side to allow the cartridge 
to enter as it rises out of the magazine. 
At the upper part the wall is cut through 
to admit the extractor. On one side it 
will be seen that there is a smal] pin. 
This is capable of being pressed back by 
the cartridge, as it is mounted on a 
spring. Its office is to help to retain the 
cartridge in position. This feature does 
not occur in all the rifles of the Mauser 
pattern, and it appears to us that its 
omission eliminates a possible cause of 
failure. We scarcely see how this pin 
could escape being rusted up in the 
hands of troops obliged to bivouac in the 
open for weeks, as did the Germans 
round Metz. 


The gate which is cut through one of 
the locking pieces on the end of the bolt, 
is made to accommodate the piece f 
(Figs. 1 and 4). A blade hinged to this 
piece projects into the body of the rifle, 
and passes through the gate when the 
bolt is drawn back. This gate is so 
deep that the blade is pressed by a 
spring into the path of the empty case, 
forcing it out of the grasp of the ex- 


tractor, and flinging it sideways out of 
the arm on to the ground. Also connect- 
ed to this piece f is a stop which nor- 
mally prevents the bolt being drawn out 
of the gun. But by pressing back the 
thumb the stop is withdrawn, and the 
bolt can be removed in less than a 
second. It can then be taken entirely to 
pieces (Fig. 2) in a couple of minutes, 
and this without tools. It has a very 
powerful mainspring. This is provided 
to meet the requirements of the thick 
cartridge cases which are likely to be 
employed with smokeless powders. 
Smokeless powders develop such high 
pressures that it is probable they will 
require more substantial cases than have 
been employed with black powders. 
There is a very neat device for prevent- 
ing the cartridge being exploded before 
the bolt is securely locked; compared 
with the arrangement used in our own 
Weapon the simplicity is most striking. 
It will be seen that a deep notch is cut 
in the rear end of the bolt (Fig. 2) to 
receive the cocking catch; it is only when 
the bolt is securely locked that this 
notch is opposite the catch. If the trig- 
ger be pulled with the parts in any other 
position than the right one, the striker 
cannot reach the cartridge, and conse- 
quently the fulminate is not exploded, 

To lock the rifle, so that it may not 
be accidentally fired, there is provided 
the safety appliance d on the end of the 
bolt (Figs. 2 and 7). This is a short 
spindle with a cam at each end, and a 
roughed thumb-piece by which it can 
be turned half way round. When the 
spindle is rotated the cam at the front 
end takes into a recess on the end of the 
bolt, and locks the latter against being 
turned, while the cam at the rear end 
of the striker, and holds it fixed. 


The barrel is turned parallel to t 
diameters, the front portion being rath- 
er more than half the length. The body 
is secured to the wooden stock (Fig. 7),° 
but the barrel is only clipped to it, and 
is left perfectly free to expand and con- 
tract. It lies in a deep groove in the 
wood, and is held in place by two per- 
fectly parallel clips which serve only as 
guides, and do not fetter the movements 
of the barrel. The bore of the barrel is 
7.65 mm, (.301 in). The front sight is a 
barleycorn; it is mounted on a ring 
which is slipped over the end of the bar- 
ga ok oe and is brazed there.

When we compare the Mauser rifle 
with our own we find that it is about a 
pound and a half lighter, and is in every 
respect a better weapon to handle; it 
has a solid continuous stock in place of 
having the butt bolted on separately; the 
bolt is locked in the chamber and not at 
the rear; it is a simple mechanical con- 
struction that can scarcely suffer dam- 
age whatever happens to it, while the 
Lee-Speed bolt is a complicated unme- 
chanical contrivance; the Mauser maga- 
zine is worthy of all praise; it is com- 
pact, inaccessible to dirt, and very 
strong, it can receive its cartridges in 
bundles of five, or in any less number, 
or one by one; the platform and spring 
are immeasurably superior to those of 
the Lee-Speed arm. 

We are not insisting that the Mauser 
rifle is the best that could be devised, or 
that it is necessarily exactly suited to 
meet all the requirements of British 
troops. We hear that during the last 
few days modified arrangements have 
been set down for trial showing that 
even the inventor recognizes that spec- 
ial devices may be needed to meet the 
requirements of different nations. But

we insist that it comes far nearer the 
ideal of a weapon to put in the hands of 
troops than does our own rifle with its 
numberless screws, inaccessible main- 
spring, complicated bolt-head, and most 
unsatisfactory magazine. However the 
Committee can persist in the use of their 


magazine, spring, and platform, when 
Germany, Austria, Belgium, and Turkey 
have such vastly better arrangements 
which might be copied; we are unable to 
understand. We freely admit it may be 


arguable that five cartridges are not suf- 
ficient reserve for contests with large 
numbers of savage foes, that it may be 
urged that a rotating extractor is in- 
ferior to a fixed one, and that it is a 
matter of opinion what should be the 
bore of a military rifle, but we cannot 
understand how any one with the slight- 
est knowledge of mechanical matters can 
find a single word in defence of the 
Speed magazine. We take little account 
of the high cost of the English rifle. This 
country can afford any sums to render 
its small army more efficient than any it 
may have to meet, but when the in- 
creased cost is caused by bad design and 
is accompanied by no advantages, un- 
less liability to jamming and breakdown 
be counted as such, then we emphati- 
cally protest against the waste of the 
taxpayers’ money. We are about to 
commence the manufacture of a Mark II. 
arm. Why not begin afresh and instead 
of trying to patch a design that is radi- 
cally bad, make a new departure on a 
better plan?

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Newspaper Relating to 
Temperance 


There are in the country many 
newspapers and magazines dedicated 
to certain causes and these always 
make interesting collections. The 
temperance movement in the country 
has produced many interesting maga- 
zines and newspapers, many of them 
besides showing great sincerity of 
purpose, also a great knowledge of 
journalism and psychology. 


The Minnesota Historical Society, 
for instance, has a file of rare north- 
ern Minnesota newspapers,’ the 
“Prairie Leaflet,” which sponsored 
the cause of temperance from No- 
vember, 1868 to and through October, 
1879. 


Its editor, the Reverend George 
Johnson, was a native of New Hamp- 
shire. Left an orphan at an early 
age, he entered the employment of 
the “New Hampshire Argus and 
Spectator,” where he learned the 
printing business, later entering the 
ministry. 


Besides promotion of the temper- 
ance movement, the Prairie Leaflet 
carried local Minnesota news, telling 
about the coming of new settlers, the 
state of the crops and the building 
of new schools. One learns from the 
leaflet that the cost of building a 
schoolhouse at Park Rapids, a build- 
ing 24 by 30 feet, cost $105. A mod- 
erate price for a span of horses in 
1867 was $275.

A History of Early 
U. S. Newspapers 


Clarence S. Bingham, well known 
director of the American Antiquar- 
ian Society, has recently brought out 
“A History and Bibliography of 
American Newspapers, 1690-1820,” 
the result of 34 years of research and 
editing. 

The work occupies two volumes, 
and lists and gives a brief history of 
each newspaper known to exist dur- 
ing the period, and also tells where 
copies may be found. It is pointed 
out that some 2120 papers were pub- 
lished during the period. Mr. Bing- 
ham states that of this total there 
were only 194 of which he could not 
locate copies. The American An- 
tiquarian Society has the largest col- 
lection extant, however, fine collec- 
tions may be found in other museums, 
libraries and in the hands of private 
individuals.

its neighbors chiefly in the color of 
its coat. 

The newly described animals would 
interbreed freely with any other var- 
ieties of Virginia deer and hence can- 
not be considered different species, in 
spite of their differences in appear- 
ance. They are known to science up 
to the present only by their anatom- 
ical characters, and no information is 
available concerning their habits, 
some of which may be distinctive be- 
cause of the limited environments to 
which they have been forced to make 
adjustments.

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St. Cuthbert’s Beads 


By THEODORE RHINEAR 


St. Cuthbert’s beads is a title popu- 
larly given to the single joints of the 
articulated stems of encrinites. The 


central perforation permitted them. 


to be strung as beads; and from the 
fancied resemblance, in some species, 
of this perforation to a cross, they 
were formerly used as rosaries, and 
associated with the name of St. 
Cuthbert: 

“On a rock by Lindisfarn 

St. Cuthbert sits, and toils to frame. 

The sea-born beads that bear his 

name.” 

These fossil stones are also known 
as entrochites, or wheel-stones, and 
sometimes as stone lilies. This genus 
of petrified radiated animals were 
numerous in the prehistoric seas. 
Their petrified remains fill many 
limestone-beds of the transition for- 
mations, and compose vast strata of 
entrochal marble, extending over 
large tracts of country in Northern 
Europe and North America. The sub- 
stance of this marble is often almost 
entirely made up of the petrified 
bones of encrinites as a hay-stack is 
composed of hay. Man has used 
marble to build his palaces and to 
adorn his tomb; but there are few who 
know, and fewer still who duly appre- 
ciate the surprising fact. that much of 
this marble is composed of the skele- 
tons of millions of organized beings, 
once endowed with life, and suscepti- 
ble of enjoyment, which, after per-

forming the part that was for a while 
assigned to them, in living nature, 
have contributed their remains to- 
wards the composition of the moun- 
tain masses of the earth. 


The encrinites are sometimes list- 
ed as ‘crinoidea”, and form part of 
the family of Echibodermata. The 
crinoids are characterized by having 
their bodies supported, during the 
whole or part of their existence, on 
a longer or shorter calcareous stem. 
The stem is attached either by the 
expanded base, or by jointed proces- 
ses, to the rocky bed of the sea, or 
perhaps, in some cases, to floating 
bodies like barnacles. Occasionally, 
numerous root-like side-arms are sent 
out from the base of the stem. to 
strengthen and support it; and in 
some species like the “pentacrinus,” 
the column throughout its length is 
furnished with auxilliary side-arms. 
The stem is round or five-sided; in 
one genus only is it elliptical. It is 
composed of a number of joints, per- 
forated in the center, for the passage 
of a soft portion of the animal, and 
beautifully sculptured on the articu- 
lating surfaces. The body is cup- 
shaped, and composed of many-sided 
plates on the under surface, to the 
center of which the stalk is attached, 
while the upper surface is covered 
with a coriaceous skin, protected by 
many small plates. On this was sit- 
uated the mouth, which was frequent- 
ly proboscidiform, and near it was 
the anal orifice — the alimentary 
canal being turned upon itself, as in 
the bryozoa. The arms spring from 
the edges of the cup. They are five 
in number at their origin, but, with 
few exceptions, speedily divide and 
subdivide dichotomously. The arms 
are composed of articulated calcear- 
eous joints, similar to those of the 
stems. Each joint is furnished with 
two. slender-jointed appendages or 
cirri, of use to the animal in captur- 
ing its prey, which consisted of mol- 
lusca and other small animals. The 
number of joints in some species is 
truly amazing. Dr. Buckland calcu- 
lated that “Pentacrinus Briareus” 
consists of at least 150,000; and as 
“each joint,” according to Carpenter, 
“was furnished with at least two 
bundles of muscular fibre — one for 
its extension, the other for its con- 
traction — we have 300,000 such in 
the body of a single Pentacrinus, an 
amount of muscular apparatus far 
exceeding anything that has else- 
where been observed in the animal 
kingdom.” 


It is doubtful whether more than 
one species, Pentacrinus Caput Me- 
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dusae, of permanently stalked en- 
crinite lives in modern seas. It is a 
native of the Caribbean and the Gulf 
of Mexico. There is the Comatula 
rosacea in British waters, which, in 
its structure is a true crinoid, and 
which, when young, has the flexible 
stalk characteristic of the order, but 
in its perfect state is free, and moves 
about in the same manner as other 
star fishes. 


The family commenced its exist- 
ence with the earliest sedimentary 
deposits. Over 70 genera have been 
described, containing nearly 300 spec- 
ies, two-thirds of which are found 
only in Palaeozic rocks. The most 
ancient encrinites have nearly all 
round stems. The five-sided type ap- 
pears first in the Lias. 


The saint whose name had been ap- 
plied to encrinite beads was one of 
the three great saints of England. He 
was bishop of Lindisfarne and the 
hermit of Farne Island, where he 
died March 20, 687. In Kensington 
Church, Middlesex, there is a painted 
window, in which St. Cuthbert is re- 
presented playing at golf.

RAWSON Coat-of-Arms

In the August issue you were 
promised a surprise this time—it was 
in the “Crest Corner” we talked about 
Mr. Chapel’s new book on Guns, and 
how ancestors were sometimes traced 
through the markings on firearms. 
HERE is one of the proofs! 


A few weeks ago Mr. John K. Ros- 
son, Jr., from the Lone Star State, 
sent me the photograph from which 
this picture has been taken, and asked 
if I could identify it. Here was the 
name John Rosson underneath; that 
was his first name, that of 3 genera- 
tions back of him, and a popular 
name in the family. He wanted to 
know if this were the Rosson Coat- 
of-Arms, and what other families 
were represented. 


This Coat-of-Arms was on the case 
or box holding a pair of duelling 
pistols! The pistols were made in 
Liverpool, England, by Richardson. 
The history accompanying the set is 
as follows: “This is the first set of 
duelling pistols made for and owned 
by a High Mason, who had been al- 
lowed a new quarter of his crest in 
Masonic insignia by the College of 
Heraldry. The upper right quarter 
has the square, compasses and an all 
seeing-eye, and Solomon’s Temple.” 


The first thing of course was to see 
if this was the ROSSON Coat. Noth- 
ing under Rosson. But—say the name 
again and think of a different spel- 
ling. Yes—here it was under RAW- 
SON! The exact description! 

First—remember that you read a 
Coat as if the knight were holding 
it, turned away from him, with the 
right side of the shield at his right 
arm. As you are looking at it, the up- 
per quarter on your left is really the 
right or “dexter” side of the shield, 
and that on your right, the left or 
“sinister” side—not the “upper right 
quarter” as in the quoted history 
above — someone’s error. Therefore 
the Rawson is in:the first and the 
fourth quarters—upper dexter and 
lower sinister— where the owner’s 
father’s Coat must be placed, and if 
they wish, his father’s mother’s in 
the lower sinister. 


The upper sinister quarter belongs 
to the owner’s wife’s father’s family 
—hbut this history said it was a Ma- 
sonic quartering. Didn’t look like it 
—looked like a family Coat. That 
central figure was a chevron—not a 
square nor a compass! The figure in 
the upper dexter corner did not look 
like an eye—but “the sun in its splen- 
dour!” 


No Masonic emblem nor shield nor 
description resembled this picture. 


More searching—and it came to 
light! A Johnson Coat-of-Arms! This 
John Rosson Esquire’s wife was a 
Johnson! Where the information came 
from about the Masonic quartering 
is still a mystery. 

The lower dexter quarter belongs 
to the wife’s mother’s side of the 
family, but this is quartered also. 
(More searching—and more finding). 
The upper dexter of this 8rd quarter, 
shows that the wife’s mother’s father 
was named Damet; the wife’s moth- 
er’s father’s mother named Edmon- 
son (lower sinister) ; the wife’s moth- 
er’s mother (upper sinister) was a 
Masterman; and the wife’s mother’s 
mother’ mother’s name was Besing- 
ton! Follow it??!! Only the Rawson 
crest is used, but the others will be 
described. 

The color code in the picture is not 
very clear, but it was clear enough 
to be a guide in the identification. 
Silver, plain surface; blue, horizontal 
lines; sable, crossed vertical and hor- 
izontal; red, vertical lines; gold, dots; 
ermine, black tufts on white. 


The 6 Coats-of-Arms 


RAWSON—Ist and 4th quarters. 
Argent a castle azure between 3 fal- 
cons’ heads erased sable. (Crest—A 
falcon sable rising from a tower or.) 

JOHNSON—2nd quarter: Azure on 
a chevron argent three pheons gules 
in the dexter chief a sun in splendour 
proper. (Crest—A cock argent combed 
and wattled or, on the body three 
gutées de sang.) 

DEMET—Ist in 3rd quarter: Gules 
a demi-lion rampant argent. (No 
crest.) 

MASTERMAN—2nd in 3rd quar- 
ter: Gules three fleurs-de-lis argent. 
(Crest—A Moor’s head side-faced 
proper wreathed about the temples 
argent and gules.) 

BESINGTON—23rd in 8rd quarter: 
Azure a cinquefoil argent (another 
or.) (No crest.) 

EDMONSON—4th in 8rd quarter: 
Gules a pale wavy ermine between 
siz escallops or. (Crest—A demi-lion 
sable holding an escallop or.) 

After finding these in what I call 
my “Backwards book,” I was able to 
confirm them all in Burke’s General 
Armory except the Demet, (which 
may be French), and those that had 
crests, in Fairbairn’s Book of Crests. 
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: 
Not one! had a motto—‘which be- 
speaketh’ their great antiquity.” 


Translated into non-Heraldic terms: 
Rawson: A silver (argent) shield on 
which is charged a blue (azure) cas- 
tle between 3 black (sable) falcons’ 
heads as though torn violently from 
the body (erased). Crest—A black 
falcon rising from a gold (or) tower. 


Johnson: A blue (azure) shield on 
which is charged a silver (argent) 
chevron, and on this chevron three 
red (gules) spear-heads (pheons). In 
the upper right corner (dexter chief) 
is the sun in its splendour in natural 
color (proper). The picture shows 
the sun “on a canton’—that is on a 
square, but im the canton corner or 
dexter chief, is correct. There should 
be no lines showing a square. 


Demet: A red (gules) shield on 
which is charged a silver (argent) 
demi-lion rampant, or pawing the air. 


Masterman: A red (gules) shield 
on which are charged three silver 
(argent) fleurs-de-lis. 


Besington: A blue (azure) shield 
on which is charged a silver five-petal- 
led flower, or cinquefoil. Some fam- 
ilies use a gold (or) flower, which is 
its natural color. 


Edmonson: A red (gules) shield 
on which is charged a vertical stripe 
covering one-third the width of the 
center of the shield (pale), with wavy 
edges (wavy). This pale is of ermine 
fur, black tufts on white. On each 
side of the pale are three gold (or) 
escallop shells,—that is, it is between 
6 escallops. 


Interpretations 


The tower and castle, sometimes 
drawn alike, are emblems of grandeur 
and solidity, granted to him who has 
faithfully held one for his king, or 
who has captured one by force or 
stratagem. 


The falcon represents one eager in 
the pursuit of an object much de- 
sired. It was the sports bird of roy- 
alty, and one who tamed, trained, and 
cared for these birds for the royal 
court, was also granted a bird, or 
the head, for his Coat. Evidently in 
this case, the faleon and tower were 
connected in the story of the grant, 
as they are in both shield and crest. 

The chevron, “likened to the roof 
of a house,” is symbolical of one who 
protects the defenseless. It is granted 
to those who build churches or for- 
tress for their country. 

“Being apt and ready to pierce,” 
an ancient writer says pheons “be- 
token a dexterity and nimbleness of 
wit to penetrate and understand mat- 
ters of highest consequence.” 

The sun is emblematical of glory 
and splendor, and the fountain of 
life; also of absolute authority. The 
Roman kings had their crowns con- 
structed with points like suns’ beams, 
because “they were themselves like 
suns and flaming lights—for the whole 
world was led by their example.” 

The lion is the king of beasts, the 
symbol of service to his country and 
deathless courage. 


Fleurs-de-lis denote some connec- 
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tion with France, as it is the French 
national flower. This association may 
be through government or marriage, 
or war. 

Like all flowers, the cinquefoil typi- 
fies hope and joy. According to the 
color of the one borne on the shield, 
the cinquefoil represented certain 
flowers. Silver or white, the jes- 
samine; gold or yellow, the primrose. 

The pale or vertical stripe was 
granted to one who “impaled” or held 
or took a city, and “who stood up- 
rightly to his prince and country.” 
He must be a man of fortitude and 
military strength. 

The wavy division line denotes some 
connection with the sea—navy, ex- 
ploration, merchant marine, or simi- 
lar exploits. 

Escallop shells indicate Crusader 
ancestry, and were granted to those 
who saw service in the Crusades along 
the Sea of Galilee. This service may 
have been the reason also for the 
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wavy division lines. 

Colors are representative of the 
personal characteristics of the orig- 
nial bearer, and are granted only 
upon merit. Silver signifies sincer- 
ity and peace; gold, generosity and 
elevation of mind; red, courage and 
magnanimity; blue, loyalty and truth; 
ermine and sable, the linings of royal 
robes, both nobility, with the addi- 
tional meaning for ermine of purity, 
and sable, constancy. 

Heraldic authorities give co. York, 
or Yorkshire, as the seat of all six 
of these families, and no doubt some 
English pedigrees of this county show 
the intermarriage of some if not all 
of those quartered on this shield. 

No attempt has yet been made to 
connect these families with lines in 
America, nor with the one who was 
kind enough to allow us to use this 
photograph. This may be possible. 
But, please do not make the mistake 
of thinking, that because your name 
is Edmonson, or Johnson, etc., this is 
your Coat-of-Arms! There are dif- 
ferent Coats-in co. York, for Rawson, 
and the two just mentioned—and first 
we must find more of the family his- 
tory. If these connections are made, 
we will hope to print them. 

The main purpose of this article is 
to show how Coats-of-Arms are used 
—even on “duelling pistols,’ as a 
means of family and personal identi- 
fication; and that it is possible often 
to identify the intermarried families, 
even though the names are not placed 
beneath the Arms. 

Thanks to John K. ROSSON Jr., 
for allowing us to use the RAWSON 
Coat-of-Arms from the case of his 
precious pistols, and we are glad they 
were the means of creating an inter- 
est in his own family history.

CREST CORNER 


Sometimes I have warned you not 
to take it for granted that a Coat- 
of-Arms in a printed genealogy, even 
if it has your line in it, IS YOURS! 
That you are entitled to its use. 
Always check it, or have it checked 
by an authority. My reason is very 
logical, and no criticism on the au- 
thors. Some genealogists are not her- 
aldists. They put their heraldic work 
in the hands of some one whom they 
think reliable, but because they are 
not versed in the science, they have 
no way of checking the errors made 
by the one into whose hands they put 
the working out of the Coat-of-Arms. 
That person may have been reliable 
as a person, but not sufficiently fam- 
iliar with the subject to bring in cor- 
rect results. A Coat-of-Arms is de- 
scribed, perhaps even pictured, with- 
out proper authorities to establish it 
as the one to which the descendants 
in this line are eligible. 

A Good Example 

A very excellent example, and one 
particularly appropriate to follow the 
main part of this article, has just 
come to my notice. 

In searching for a Lapham Coat- 
of-Arms, I was unable to find it in 
any of the authorities in the reference 
shelf here by my side. At Newberry 
Library, Chicago, there is a “History 
and Genealogy of Lapham (and 
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other) Families,” 1934. 

In the front of this book was a 
picture of a Coat-of-Arms, with the 
caption: “The Coat-of-Arms used by 
John Lapham of Providence.” Nat- 
urally a Lapham descendant—of the 
Rhode Island family would think he 
too would be eligible to this Coat, as 
used by John, the colonial ancestor. 
__ As is my custom, I began to check 
it. I knew there was no Coat given 
in Burke and other English registers, 
for this name, so I turned to the 
“Backwards book,” and under the 
symbols “chevron,” and “compass,” 
found this exact description given for 
“The Masonic Company of Edin- 
burgh!!” 

Evidently John Lapham was a Ma- 
son, and on a seal ring, or perhaps 
in a painting, had this Coat-of-Arms. 
IT WAS JUST TAKEN FOR 
GRANTED that this was John Lap- 
ham’s Coat-of-Arms, with absolutely 
no foundation, nor proof. 

Those of you -going to libraries 
that have a genealogical department, 
will you not please copy this, or take 
the article with you, and ask the 
librarian to do as I asked mine—to 
insert a typed notice about the correct 
name for this Coat-of-Arms???

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Notes From a 
Collector’s Album

My oldest post card is one picturing 
a statue of an idol seated on the 
floor with his hands in his lap. This 
card was printed about the year 1870 
and was discovered in an old box in 
an antique shop in Philadelphia. 

few years later I procured an 
interesting old card from a Confeder- 
ate soldier. It was one of the first 
cards printed in the United States, 
and it was brought about by an act 
of Congress. This card has a small 
picture on the right hand end, and the 
balance in white. 

While on a visit to Texas for sev- 
eral weeks, I was permitted to rum- 
mage through an old collection of 
cards in the bottom of an old trunk. 
There among other relics of yester- 
year, I found a card of the old Hor- 
ticultural Hall, built for the Cotton 
Exposition held in New Orleans 
many years ago, and destroyed by 
fire in 1915. It was quite a coinci- 
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dence when I found the mate to this 
card in Jefferson, La., a few years 
later. It shows the interior view of 
the old building. I persuaded the 
owner to swap it to me for stamps. 

History is brought back by another 
card in the collection. It shows a 
miner panning for gold around 1900. 
In the center of the card is a pan, 
similar to the common frying variety. 
It has small pieces of nuggets around 
it. I acquired it from a banker in 
Southern California after much corre- 
spondence. His hobby was ships so I 
sent him some ship items. 

A prize find was contained in a 
group of old cards that I obtained 
from a stationery store. There were 
a number of foreign specimens show- 
ing cathedrals and castles. 

At an auction sale, the auctioneer 
said: “Ladies and gentlemen, I have 
a box of old cards, trinkets and ad- 
vertising matter here. What am I 
bid? I was the lucky bidder for 
among the lot I found a rare post 
card of our great American, Teddy 
Roosevelt and his family and it was 
autographed by the late president. 

Old cards seldom come out of mod- 
ern shops. Look for them in auc- 
tioneers’ lots, in old book and card 
shops, attics, basements, trunks, and 
antique and novelty stores. You may 
search long without avail and then 
some day crown your search with 
some desirable specimens.
